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THE CHINESE INDEMNITY 


Great Britain Desires Trading 
Privileges, Not Cash. 








Ministers at Peking Learn that China 
Can Pay $300,000,000 Without In- 
juring Her Resources. 





BONDON, April 13.—The Chinese in- 
@emnity claims are now understood to total 
£60,000,000. Great Britain has not yet defi- 
nitely estimated the amount she desires 
China to pay. 

It was stated yesterday that the Govern- 
ment adheres to the belief that little can 
be gainec by insisting upon cash payments 
from China, and though the Government 
regrets that this will possibly be a cause 
for delay, it has instructed the British 
Minister to China, Sir Ernest M. Satow, to 
try to induce the powers to agree to a de- 
mand for greater trading privileges instead 
of money. The Government is of the opin- 
ion that the opening up of those rich prov- 
inces hitherto closed to foreign commerce 
will result in much greater benefit to the 
nations concerned, and to China herself, 
than the exaction of lump sums of money. 
money. 





PEKING, April 12.—The Committee of 
Ministers which is considering China's 
financial resources has learned,\from the 
information thus far obtainable, that $300,- 


000,000 in gold can be raised without in- 
juring China’s resources, 

The examination by the committee into 
the subject is thus far incomplete, and it 
will probably subsequently learn that other 
Chinese resources for indemnities are avail- 
able. , 


TIEN-TSIN, April 12.—Trade prospects 
@re extremely gloomy. Chinese importers 
and wholesale dealers are fearful, owing to 
the disturbed state of the country and the 
Uncertainty as to the future. 

The customs collections for the March 
quarter were 37,000 taels, against 120,000 
taels for the same period of 100. 








BERLIN, April 12.—In high official cir- 
cles in Berlin the reports published in the 
American press to the effect that the Wash- 
ington Government is opposing Germany’s 
claims for Chinese indemnity are described 
@s erroneous. ; 

‘“*The American Government knows per- 
fectly well,” said an important official to- 
day, ‘“‘that- the claims filed by Germany 
and Great Britain are much smaller than 
those of some other powers. It is also un- 
derstood that Dr. Stuebel (Director of the 
Colonial Department of the German For- 
eign Office) effected an agreement during 
his recent visit in London whereby both 
Governments will lump the claims of their 
citizens, carefully examine them, and then 
apportion the total amount among the 
claimants.”’ 


A VICEROY CONGRATULATED. 


British Government Thanks Liu-Kun-Yi 
for Opposing the Manchuria 
“reaty. 


LONDON, April 13.—The Shanghai cor- 
Pespondent of ‘fhe Times szeys: 

‘The Aiceray.of. Manin has_receivud a 
letter from the British “Government con- 
gratulating him ‘upon bis success in oppos- 
.: the Manchurian Convention.” 

rhe Times, commenting editorially upon 
this dispatch, says: 

‘No doubt a similar letter was sent to 
the Vicerdy of Woo-Chang. It is a grati- 
fying sign that the British Government is 
alive to the actual facts of the situation, 
and knows to what quarter it can effect- 
ively turn for support in combating Rus- 
sia’s designs.”’ 


WANT THE TROOPS TO DEPART. 


Ministers in Peking No Longer Desire 
Them There— Many French and 


Germans to be Withdrawn. 


PEKING, April 12.—The Ministers openly 
express their desire that the foreign troops 
leave Peking. They are seemingly as anx- 
jous for the departure of the allies as were 


the besieged Ministers anxious for the ar- 
rival of the troops. 





BERLIN, April 12.—It is asserted in Ger- 
man military circles that the withdrawal 
of superfluous German troops in China will 
be effected at the end of May or early in 
June, unless new complications arise. 





LONDON, April 13.—A dispatch to the 
(Reuter Telegram Company from Peking 
says that the French military authorities 
pr eigms gg removing 7,000 men at an early 
date. he Germans are preparing to re- 
patriate the infantry brigade. 


War Risks on Vessels for the Orient. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 12.—The Exam- 
finer says: 

“Vessels bound from this coast to Chi- 
mese and Japanese ports must carry extra 
insurance, and have been put on a ‘ war 
risk’ basis. This means a heavy addition 


to the usual rates of insurance, and comes 
in the class of special hazards, The rea- 
eon for this decision on the part of the 
marine underwriters is the strained rela- 
tionship between Japan and Russia. The 
first vessel on which war risks were writ- 
ten was the Hongkong Maru, one of the 
Japanese Line. She sailed yesterday, and 
carried extra lines.of insurance on both 
hull and cargo.” 


RUSSO-GERMAN DIFFERENCES. 

BERLIN, April 12.—The Vossische Zei- 
tung, commenting upon recent utterances 
of The Official Messenger of St. Peters- 


burg regarding events in China, says: 
“It is evident from both the form and 
substance of the latest Russian publica- 
tion, that, from the outset, differences 
existed between Russia and Germany.”

The boy turned out not 
to be the missing High Bridge lad, but a 
boy and man are held while an investiga- 
tion is to be made. 

Patrolman Buckhout saw a man and a 
boy alight from a car from Mount Vernon. 
The boy was crying and seemed to be 
frightened. In a general way he answered 
the description of Willie McCormick. Buck- 
hout asked the man where they were going 
and the man replied, ‘‘ To a hotel.’”’ On be- 
ing questioned, the boy said he did not 
know the man.

THREE PROFESSORS RESIGN. 


Trouble in the School of Pedagogy of 
New York University—What Chan- 


cellor MacCracken Says. 

The following communication reached the 
office of THE New YorK TIMES at a late 
hour last night. It bore the signatures of 
the professors named, and was written on 
the letter-head of the School of Pedagogy 
of New York University in Washington 
Square: 

‘Owing to long-continued dissatisfaction 
with the administration of the department, 
the following professors of the rey, of 
the Schoo! of Jni- 


edagogy of New York 
versity announce their resignation from the 
university: Samuel Weir, Professor of His- 
tory of Education and Ethics; Edward F. 
Buchner, Professor of Analytical Psychol- 
ogy, and Secretary of the Faeulty, and 
Charles H. Judd, Professor of Experimental 


Psychology.”’ 

Chancellor MacCracken, when seen at his 
home on the university grounds at Uni- 
versity Heights, admitted that there had 
been trouble, but was loath to discuss it. 
He would only say that a committee had 
been appointed, of which Dr, Alexander 
was the Chairman, to investigate the mat- 
ter. This committee, he added, would make 
its report on April 22, and that he and the 
other members of the Faculty had no 
doubt that its report would be abided by. 

When asked about -the resignations, he 
said that he had as yet received no resig- 
nations, but he did not seem at all sur- 
prised to know that these three members of 
the Faculty had severed their connection 
with the university.

His Conference with Senator Platt— 
Friends Still Anxious About the 
Amended Charter. 


Gov. Odell arrived from Albany last 
night and is a guest at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel. He cordially greeted a number of 
reporters, but declined to talk about legis- 
lation, past or pending, for publication. 
Neither would he say anything about prob- 
able appointments. 

Several nominations are to be made, in- 


cluding Port Wardens, Commissioner of 
Excise, State Commissioner in Lunacy, and 
others. It was expected that these would 
be sept to the Senate this week. | 

After a brief chat with Senator Platt 
the Governor left the hotel with Cor ‘‘ress- 
men Littauer of Montgomery, Emeison of 
Warren, and Sherman of Oneida. They 
were colleagues in Congress and they went 
to an informal dinner, where they related 
stories of their life in Washington. 

The Governor will be in the city to-day, 
when he will again see Senator Platt and 
other Jeaders. Rumors afloat are to the 
effect that there is very serious opposition 
to the charter, in its amended form, not 
only among conservative Republican poli- 
ticians, but among those members of the 
party who contribute liberally to the cam- 
paign funds. Some of Goy. QOdell’s best 
friends insist that he will make a fatal mis- 
take if he does not compel radical changes 
in the charter, even if he has to keep the 
Legislature together until December, or 
interposes a veto. Many Republican lead- 
ers, while they will not talk for publica- 
tion, bitterly’ condemn the charter. 

Among those politicians about the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel last night the amended char- 
ter was referred to as the work of ‘“ door 
mat thieves,’’

DESPERADOES KILL TWO MEN. 


Pitched Battle Between Sheriff's Posse 
and Robbers in Kentucky. 
WHITESBURG, Ky., April 12.—Two men 
were killed and two wounded in a fight 
between Sheriff John W. Wright and his 
Deputies, on one side, and the desperadoes 
who robbed and murdered aged Mrs. 
Jemima Hall and her son, on the other.

A Portion of Butte Has Moved to 
the Southward. 





Tracks of the Street Railway Line 
Pushed Out of Place—Geologists 
Explain the Phenomenon. 


Special to The New York Times. 


, BUTTE, Mon., April 12.—A portion of 
Butte, believed to embrace the larger part 
of the big hill upon which all of the Ana- 
conda mines are situated, has made a very 


perceptible movement southward during 
the past few days. At the foot of Ana- 
conda Hill the slide pushed the tracks of 
the street railway line about six inches 
for a distance of about 300 feet along the 
road. As there are no large buildings in 
that part of the city, no damage. was 
done except to the railroad tracks, and 
but for their displacement the slide would 
not have been noticed. 

Geologists and scientific men say that the 
entire range of mountains about Butte is 
constantly moving and that the sliding 
process which has been going on for ages 


and has crushed and mixed the copper 
veins and bodies in the Butte district and 
displaced many of them is still going on. 
About a year ago a similar slide occurred 
in the western portion of the city and right 
in the heart of the residence portion. The 
county Court House, the “handsome resi- 
dence of Senator W. A. Clark, several 
church buildings, and other buildings were 
seriously cracked. 

The statement is made by _ well-known 
mining men that the cellar of a shaft of 
the Green Mountain Mine, one of the Ana- 
conda properties, has moved about seven 
feet in ten years. The phenomenon is re- 
garded with interest by scientific men, but 
no danger is feared from it. 


AVALANCHE IN CALIFORNIA. 


A Number of Lives Supposed to Have 
Been Lost in Taylor Park. 
BUENA VISTA, Cal., April 12.—A report 
has reached here that a huge avalanche, 
sweeping everything before it, came down 
Italian Mountain in Taylor Park, about 


forty miles west of this place, and that a 
number of lives were lost. On this moun- 
tain several mines have been in operation 
all’ Winter, employing about 300 men. 
Owing to the great distance of the mount- 
ain from any point of communication with 
the outside world and the vast amount of 
snow on the range between here and the 
mountain, several days may elapse before 
the facts are learned.

PITTSBURG BURGLARSKILL TWO 


The Victims a Grocery Merchant and a 
City Detective—Alleged Rob- 
bers Arrested. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 12.—Thomas D. 
Kahro, a Mount Washington grocer, was 
shot and killed in his home by three burg- 
lars while defending his wife, who was 
being chloroformed, this morning. A few 
hours later the rendezvous of the alleged 
robbers was discovered at 82 Fulton Street, 
and a force of detectives put to-work’on the 
case. In aA~desperate. fight which. -fol- 
lowed, City Detective Patrick E. Fitzger- 
ald was instantly killed and one of the al- 
leged robbers, who gave his nathe as Bd- 


ward Wright, who fired the shots that 
killed Fitzgerald, was badly wounded. 

Two men and two women were arrested, 
and diamonds and other property worth 
from $3,000 to $4,000 recovered. The whole 
of the gang is believed to be in custody, and 
the detectives say they have evidence that 
the men are responsible for the numerous 
burglaries of the past month or two in and 
around this city. 

The wounded prisoner was removed to 
Mercy Hospital, where it is said he may 
recover, although he was shot three times. 
The others arrested gave their names as 
Robert Wilcox and his wife, Jennie; J. B. 
Wright, a brother of the alleged murderer, 
and a woman said to be his wife. They 
were taken to Central Station, where it was 
learned that all were from Chicago. Wil- 
cox is said to be known in that city as 
“Kid ’’ Nichols, 


BURGLARS LOOTCOUNTRY VILLA 


Visit Frederick W. Jackson’s Place 
Near Fort Schuyler—Police 
Have a Clue. 


Burglars entered last Wednesday night 
the country villa near Fort Schuyler of 
Frederick Wendell Jackson, the well-known 
clubman, who recently sold his seat in the 
New York Stock Exchange, and who, with 


his wife, who was Miss Sarah Louise Have- 
meyer, daughter of F.°C. Havemeyer, and 
a children, ‘ives at the Buckingham Ho- 
el. 

The marauders thoroughly ransacked the 
house, breaking open closets, trunks, and 
other receptacles for valuables. The ex- 
tent of the loss will not be known until 
to-day, when Mrs. Jackson will go to the 
place and find out what is missing. It is 
believed that not more than $1,500 worth 
of apparel, silverware, and other articles 
were the booty of the malefactors. The 
Westchester police have a clue to the 
burglars. They believe that they came and 
went away in a rowboat, and that on Tues- 
day oop they broke into a house at New 
Rochelle and secured property worth $2,500. 

Mr. Jackson’s Summer home is known as 
The Chestnuts, or The Barker Place. It 
stands on lawns and among trees on an 
estate of fourteen acres 500 feet from the 
Fort Schuyler Road. The caretaker, Thom- 
as Kane, and his family live in a small 
house on the grounds 1,000 feet from the 
villa. Here carpenters were preparing the 

lace for the occupancy of the Jacksons. 

When they quit work on Wednesday after- 
noon they left a large chise! on the veranda 
and their kits of tools in the house, which 
was uninhabited. 

Kane on Thursday morning, when he 
went to wait the arrival of the carpenters, 
found that with the chisel left outside the 
house, the burglars, who were at least two, 
judging from sootprtnts made in the rooms, 
had pried open the billiard room door to 
enter. Once inside they had the carpenters’ 
tools to work with. ane went to West- 
chester. and reported the happening to 
Capt. Copeland of the Thirty-eighth Pre- 
cinct, and Wardmen James Morton and 
John Dillon visited Mr. Jackson's house. 
They ascertained that one of the articles 
stolen was a revolver and another a white 
Fedora hat. In the place of this was left a 
black derby, size 7, with ‘‘ Hall’’ on the 
eeerent and ‘‘A 57,963’ on a duplicate 
abel.

developed into one or the biggest ship- 
building works and steel shipping points 
in the world, 

A syndicate composed of E. N. Morrison & 
Co. of Baltimore, Dick Brothers & Co., Drex- 
el & Co., and BE. B. Smith & Co. of Philadel- 
phia has purehased $10,000,000 of the Pre. 
ferred stock of the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company, to be issued under the plan of 
the reorganization of this company. Funds 
to pay for the recent purchase of additional 
iron mines in Cuba will also come from 
the money thus secured, 


MANY RAILROADS SUED. 


Thirty-seven Actions Begun Alleging 
Discrimination in Favor of the 
Standard Oil Company.

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 12.—Thirty- 
seven scparate suits were filed to-day in 
the United States Circuit Court under the 
Inter-State commerce law, in which it is 
charged railway companies discriminated 
ir. favor of the Standard Oil Company. The 
suits are against the Western New York 


and Pennsylvania, the Pennsylvania, the 
Erie, the Lehigh Valley, the Delaware and 
idudson, the Boston and Maine, and the 
Fitchburg. The plaintiffs are the Pennsyl- 
vania Refining Company, John Schwartz 
& Co., Kice & Robinson, Rice, Robinson & 
Fegan, the Independent Refining Company, 
the Oil Creek Refining Company, and the 
American Oil Works Company, Limited, 
all independent refiners. 

The suits are to recover alleged excessive 
freight charges or discriminations in favor 
of the Standard Oil Company in amounis 
ranging from $211 to $8,507, making a total 
of $125,000. Under the act of Congress com- 

laint that there had been discrimination 
n freight charges must first be made to 
the Inter-State Ccemmerce Commission, and 
this was Gone in all the cases mentioned.

Chicago Drainage Canal... By the order, the 
flow of water into the canal is reduced to 
oractly one-half the amount required by 
the Illinois State law. The action of the 
Secretary of War is taken at the solicita- 
tion of the Lake Carriers’ Association, sup- 
ported by a large delegation from the Chi- 
cago Commercial Club. 

y this order the flow of water into the 
canal is to be reduced to 200,000 cubic feet 
per minute. The law of Illinois, under 
which the canal was built, prescribes that 
the flow shall be 20,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute for each 100,000 inhabitants of the san- 
{tary district. This district by the census of 
last year contains 2,000,000 people. There- 
fore the flow should be 400,000 cubic feet 
instead of half that amount as ordered by 
the Secretary of War.

DEATH ENDS ROMANCE 
OF A WOMAN RECLUSE 





Dog and Bird the Only Companions 
of Wealthy Miss Griffin. 





Society Belle’s Life, at the Height of 
Her Beauty and Popularity, Blight- 
ed by a Love Affair. 





A romance of real life ended in the plain- 
ly furnished little room at 57 East Eleventh 
Street yesterday morning just as the day 
was dawning. 
Ellen Anne Griffin, who had lived there for 
many years entirely alone, except for the 
little black-and-tan dog who, at the very 
last, sat patiently beside the bed arid licked 
the hands of its mistress until they grew 
cold, 

The woman in her childhood was the play- 
mate of the metnbers of the elder genera- 
tion of the Vanderbilt, the Duer, and the 
Livingston families of this city. Although 
worth $150,000, she had for years been a 
recluse and a miser. Her costliest gown 
was of calico, and her usual apparel when 
she appeared on the street was a dress of 
this material, with a shabby hat and a 
very much frayed shawl. She was a famil- 
iar figure in the vicinity of Union Square, 
and every policeman knew and spoke kindly 
to the queer little old woman as she made 
her way among the stores in the neighbor- 
hood. Not one of them ever suspected that 
she was a member of one of the patrician 
families of the city. 

Miss Griffin was born fifty-eight years 
ago at 20 Beach Street. Her father was 
Charles Alexander Griffin, a prominent 
New York barrister fifty years ago, and 
her grandfather was George Griffin, who 
in his time was the leading lawyer in crim- 
inal cases of New York, and a writer of 
ability. 

Her most intimate friend during her 
childhood and early youth was Ellie Van- 
derbilt, daughter of Jacob Vanderbilt, and 
granddaughter of Commodore Vanderbilt. 
The girls grew up together. They attend- 
ed Miss Bigelow’s School for Young Ladies, 
at 28 Union Square. 

The most expensive country residence on 
Staten Island in those days was Vander- 
bilt House, erected by the gld Commodore. 
Next to it was Bay View, in which George 
Griffin resided, and adjoining was Mag- 
nolia cottage, the home of Ellen Griffin's 
parents. Among their neighbors was Bey- 
erly Robinson, Peter Stuyvesant, Theodore 
Parkman, William Duer, and Carroll Liv- 
ingston. 

lien Griffin became one of the belles of 
the fashionable set, and entered into all 
the gayeties and frivolities of the members 
of her class. She was just twenty-one 
years old when she met her fate, and from 
that hour the whole current of her life 
was changed. She attended a party at 
the home of the Parkmans one night, and 
among the guests was Erastus Lyman De 
Forest. George W. Parkman, who had 
met the young man in Paris a short time 
before, had invited him to visit him when- 
ever he should come to America. The 
Parkman party was the first social func- 
tion he attended after his arrival in this 
country. On that fateful night he was led 
through the circle of admirers that flitted 
about Ellen Griffin and introduced to her. 
The young woman straightway lost her 
heart, and De Forest was from that time 
on her devoted admirer. They became en- 
aged, Then it came ous, thas the sweet- 
frearus ware cousins and parents W 
not permit their miarrtage: 

The bride-to-be was the last to learn this 
fact. It was told to her gently one night 
by her father, and she fell to the floor un- 
conscious under the blow. For séveral days 


her mental condition was alarming. Skill- 
ful physicians wefe summoned, and at last 
she began to rally, but slowly. It was 


months before her physical strength was 
restored to her. Her father and her grand- 
father did everything in their youre to 
make her forget, but they failed. Her grief 
was inconsolable. 

It was at this time that Ellie Vanderbilt. 
her devoted friend, wrote in her autograph 
album these lines: 

Angels attend thee, may their wings 
Fan every shadow from thy brow, 
For only bright and lovely things 
Should wait on on@® so good as thou, 

As the months went on suitors again be- 
gan to press their claims. One of these 
was Adolph Graf Zu Dohna-Schlodien, a 
hangsome fellow, a musician of extraor- 
dinfry attainments, and considered an ex- 
cellent match, but the girl was deaf to his 
pleadings, as to those of many others. A 
trip abroad was suggested, and with her 
mother she spent many months wandering 
about the showplaces of Europe While 
they were away young De Forest died. 
Soon after this her grandfather died, and 
then her father. Charles, her brother, died 
in 1864 while a student at Yale, and the 
mother and daughter were left alone. They 
spent some time traveling about California 
and the Far West. Then the mother died, 
ard Ellen, meeey broken. in spirit, came 
back to New York and settled down in her 
tiny room near Union Square. 

She never saw any of her old friends. 
She had money in plenty, but she spent 
only enough of it to provide for the bare 
necessities of life. Her only companions 
wer: the little black-and-tan- dog, whose 
name was “ Dandy Jim,’ and a canary that 
hung in a little brass cage by the window 
and sang songs most of the day. The bird 
died at last, and last week it became ap- 
arent that its mistress would soon follow. 

rs. Robert McWhirter, from whom she 
rented the room, did all she could to make 
her last hours as peaceful as _ possible. 
Skilled rurses were prcvided, but, as the 
patient said, the machinery was worn out, 
and must stop very soon. 

On Thursday she called in Mr. Lord of 
the firm of Lord & Taylor and made her 
will. She appointed him Jher executor and 
left her property to her ni@ces and nephews, 
all of whom reside at Santa Barbara, Cal. 
She did not forget Dandy Jim who sat on 
the bed beside her under a jeweled blanket 
—the only article in the room indicating 
the wealth of his owner—while the will was 
being drawn. To Mary McGivney. the 
housekeeper, Miss Griffin left $10, for 
the maintenance of the dog to the end of 
his days. He is to have everything that 
money can buy fer the happiness of a dog. 

The arrangements for the funeral are 
in the hands of A. W. De Forest, Miss 
Griffin’s first cousin, who is President of 
the New Haven Bank of New’ Haven, Conn.

DUKE OF CORNWALL IN CEYLON. 


At Kandy, the Ancient Capital, He Wit- 
nesses a Gorgeous Procession of 
Natives and Elephants. 
COLOMBO, April 12.—The Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall and York landed here 
this afternoon, and an enthusiastic recep- 
tion was accorded to them. The streets, 
which were elaborately decorated, were 
filled with thousands of natives in multi- 

colored costumes. 

While the receptions were in progress a 
windstorm swept over Colombo and a num- 
ber of natives were injured near the royal 
pavilion. 


KANDY, April 12.—Late in the afternoon 
the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York came to Kandy, the ancient capital 


of the kingdom. They were cheered by 
groups of natives at each stopping place 
on the railroad from Colombo. The scen- 
ery along the route is magnificent. This 
and the groups of natives in their strange 
costumes constituted a wonderful specta- 
cle, from the point of view of the pictur- 
esque probably the most interesting spec- 
tacle of the whole tour. 

When their royal Highnesses were leavirfg 
Colombo groups representing the ancient 
Kings and Queens of Kandy and devil 
dancers in quaint costumes and hideous 
masks were drawn up on the platform. 

After dinner the Duke and Duchess wit- 
nessed from a balcony of the Governor's 
residence a ‘gorgeous procession of ele- 
phants, swarms of natives bearing torches, 
chiefs resplendent in gold-brocaded cos- 
tumes, Buddhists bearing banners and blaz- 
ing braziers, dancers, and musicians play- 
ing tomtoms and pipes. It was a wonderful 
scene, lasting an hour. 

The finest elephant in the stud, an anima!

included in the procession. Its gold-

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CHURCH TRIAL DEMANDED 
BY EPISCOPAL BISHOPS 


Fond du Lac Consecration Re- 
sults in a Challenge. 








THE SEVEN PRELATES’ DEFENSE 


Bishop Clark’s Condemnation of Rubrical 
Innovations Answered—Churchman 
Calls the Prelates Abettors of 

Ritual 





Anarchy. 


A controversy the outcome of which con- 
servative churchmen say they would not 
dare predict has arisen in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church over the methods used in 
the consecration of the Venerable Reginald 
Heber Weller, Jr., as Bishop Coadjutor of 
the Diocese of Fond du Lac, Wis., on Nov. 
8, 1900. It is claimed that rubrics and vest- 
ments unwarranted by the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and the usages of the Church 
were used on that occasion. The seven 
Bishops who participated in the consecra- 
tion offices have now challenged the 
Church to try them for the alleged breach 
of canonical law. 

The Churchman, the representative organ 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, pub- 
lished in New York, says that the Bishops 
who took part in the order of service used 
at Fond du Lac “ have made themselves 
aiders and abettors of ritual anarchy in the 
American church.” Responsibility for the 
Service was disclaimed by Bishop Thomas 
M. Clark of Rhode Island, presiding Bishop 
of the Church, but the seven Bishops dis- 
pute the right or privilege of Bishop Clark 
tu make any such disclaimer. 

The Churchman to be published to-day 
will say that the letter of the Bishops in- 
dicates ‘‘ nothing less than a possible state 
of anarchy between the meetings of the 
General Convention; with no one to repre- 
sent the General Convention; no one to 
represent the American church. The House 
of Bishops is not authorized to do it; the 
House of Deputies is not authorized to do 
it; the result is diocesan individualism.” 

Bishop Clark on Dec. 1 issued this dis- 
claimer through the church press, signing 
as the Presiding Bishop of the Church: 

As the recent consecration of the Bishop Co- 
adjutor of Fond du Lac was held under the 
authority of the commission signed and séaled 
by me as Presiding Bishop of the Church, I 
feel myself called upon to disclaim any respon- 
sibility for the violation of the rubrics on that 


occasion and the introduction of vestments 
having no authority of use in the Church. 


THE PRELATES’ DEMAND. 


The most significant part of the reply and 
challenge of the seven Bishops who offi- 
ciated at Fond du Lac is as follows: 

‘It is your privilege to hold the views 
expressed in your letter, but it is our duty 
firmly to refuse to them any ‘official’ 
character, and to express regret that @ 


brother diocesan should have given us rea- 
son to complain of the manner in which his 
opinions were published to the world. 

‘*And this we feel doubly impelled to do 
lest your action, no doubt inadvertently 
taken, may seem to establish a precedent 
to be quoted hereafter as justifying possie 
ble future assumptions of quasi-metropolit- 
ical authority without any basis of canone 
ee eae Wlaposed hirk 

“ But we osed to shirk re 
sponsibit Tor ene action we.may beve 
taken, Under the plea’ that you as ‘the Pre- 
siding Bishop .of.the House of Bishops’ 
were not authorized ‘to disclaim any re- 
sponsibility for thé violation of the rubrics 
on that occasion, and the introduction of 
vestments having no authority of use in 
the Church.’ On the contrary, we hold our- 
selves responsible to our peers acting un- 
der the canon law, and not to any other 
tribunal on earth. Disclaiming the spirit 
or attitude of challenge, we hold ourselves 
in readiness to accept any process of trial 
provided by the canons; and may we he 
permitted to add that we are still further 
ready in all humility and obedience to ac- 
cept such judicial sentence as may be pro- 
nounced upon us_in case after due process 
we are found guilty of any offense against 
the rubrical or canonical law of the 
Church.” 

The remainder of the letter is taken up 
largely with an academic discussion and 
denial of the right cf Bishop Clark to sign 
himself as “‘the Presiding Bishop of the 
Chureh” rather than as the “ Presiding 
Bishop of the House of Bishops,” as the 
Western prelates call him. 

The letter is signed by William E. Mc- 
Laren, Bishop of Chicago; C. C. Grafton, 
Bishop of Fond du Lac; Isaac Lea Nichole 
son, Bishop of Milwaukee; G. Mott Wille 


jams, Bishop of Marquette; Joseph M, 
Francis, Bishop of Indiana; Arthur L.

Francis C. Cantine, a lawyer, of 35 Nas- 
sau Street, writing of the Fond du Lae 
ceremony in The Churchman, says: 

This service was manifestly conceived in @ 
spirit of defiance to the ritual law of the Church. 
The performance was unchristian in spirit and 
unlawful in form, It grieves one to know that 
venerable fathers of the Church should be will- 
ing, tor the sake of a brief indulgence in vain- 
glorious apparel, to set at naught che law of 
the Church. ° 
There is a common, or unwritten law of the 
Church in this country, which for above one 
hundred years has prescribed a dress to be worn 
by the different orders of the ministry in the 
performance of divine service. This unwritten 
law is. on familiar principles, as obligatory on 
the clergy as if it were expressed in the Con- 
stitution of the Church, and those of the clergy, 
therefore, who attach so much importance to 
their official vestments, may not lawfully ran- 
sack mediaeval garrets for worm-eaten vesture 
in which to array themselves. 


THE FOND DU LAC SERVICE. 


According to the constitution of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Bishops and 
Bishop coadjutors shall be consecrated by 
the Presiding Bishop, or he shall commis- 
sion three other Bishops to serve in that 
capacity. No one questions the legality of 
the election of Bishop Weller, and when 
Bishop Clark was applied to, he commis- 
sioned the Bishops of Chicago, Marquette, 
and Indjana to act in his stead at the con- 
secration. 

A service was then arranged which was 
afterward printed in pamphlet ‘form. It 
contained most of the matter in the Book 
of Common Prayer, under the title “ The 
Form of Ordaining or Consecrating a Bish- 
op.” It is claimed that every requirement 
of the Prayer Book was conformed to, only 
it is acknowledged that there were_addi- 
tions to the established order. Bishop 
Charles C. Grafton of Fond du Lac as- 
sumes responsibility for the authorship of 
most of the new parts of the service. 

The Churchman, in describing this serv- 
ice says: 

“After the Epistle, our Prayer Book 
reads, ‘ Then another Bishop shall read the 
Gospel,’ but these gentlemen preferred to 
take a walk, so they have a gradual and a 


sequence, after the mediaeval manner,

The vestments used in the service by the 
Bishops are described as ‘surpassing in gor- 
ousness anything ever before seen in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of America. 
he mitre and the cope were bgth used. 
As the matter now stands, the contro- 
versy can be only academic unless Bishop 
Clark chooses to exercise authority as the 
Presiding Bishop. If he lets the matter 
rest where it nowris, the question may be 
raised at the General Convention of the 
church which meets in San Francisce next 
Fall. That convention could institute pro- 
ceedings which would result in a trial of 
the seven Bishops concerned in the service

trial would have to be Bishops, The Church 
Standard, to be published to-day, will say 
with reference to this challenge by the 
Bishops: ’ 

What the Bishops, “ while disclaiming the 
spirit or attitude of challenge,’” thus boldly 
and openly declare themselves to be ‘in readi- 
ness to accept,’’ is a trial under the canons by 
a court consisting of seven Bishops—selected 
out of eleven to be chosen by let--on a charge 
of the “ violation of rubrics and the introduc- 
tion of vestments without authority of use in 
the Church,” That charge has been publicly 
made, and in reply to it the seven Bishops, 
speaking each for himself, practically say: 
Prove that charge if you can in a court of 
the Church, and if a court of the Church shall 
decide the disputed questions in your favor, we 
promise to submit in all humility and obedience 
to the judgment of the court, 

That is the proposal, frank, straightforward, 
manly, loyal, churchmanlike, and Bishoplike, 
which is now set plainly before the Church. In 
no other spirit ought it to be accepted than 
that of manly, straightforward, loyal, and broth- 
erty. readiness to accept the judgment of a 
cahonical court on a matter which has been 
for many years a cause of constant contention, if 
the decision should be in favor of the right rev- 
erend respondents. 

In regard to the objection gf the West- 
ern Bishops to the alleged assumption of 
oa authority by the Bishop of Rhode 
sland, it is pointed out by those familiar 
with the Canons and the Constitution that 
of the 


the title, ‘The Presiding Bishop 

House of Bishops,” is not to be found in 
the Constitution, nor is the expression 
“Senior Bishop” there. The only title to 
be found in the Constitution is that of 


* Presiding Bishop.”’ é 

The Churchman says on this subject that 
*“‘the Presiding Bishop would seem, under 
our system, to be the one representative 
of the whole Church, Bishops, clergy, and 
laity, in the interval between the meetings 
of the General Convention. This is a pro- 
tection to the whole Church, and to take 
away this representative would be to take 
away precious rights,” 

BISHOP GRAFTON’S DEFENSE. 

Bishop Grafton is regarded as the leader 
of the “High Church” party of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in America. 
He was for a long time a member of the 


Order of St. John the Evangelist, com- 
monly known as the Cowley Fathers, which 
is an ultra high Church organization. He 
has written a letter in which he seeks to 
justify the usages observed in the Fond 
du Lac service. Regarding the use of the 


mitre and cope, he says: 


That which has aroused the most feeling, and 
out of which the most party capital is striven 
to be made is the use of the cope and mitre 
by myself and so many Bishops. Now the cope 
as well as the chimere is a recognized part of 
the Episcopal habit. Both were provided in the 
case of Bishop Weller. The cope was made 
obligatory in cathedrals by the twenty-fourth of 
the Cannons of 1604. It is worn by a number of 
Rishops in Scotland and England, notably by 
the great Bishop of London, who stands next 
in rank to the Archbishops 

When some of our American Bishops, who do 
not wear copes here, are in England, they con- 
form and wear it. There are a number of Ameri- 
can Bishops who wear copes in this country. 
No well instructed Churchman can, then, dis- 
pute its legality or its loyal use. So it is with 
the mitre. We have on this point @ report made 
to the House of Bishops, The subject of vest- 
ments was there made a matter of tnquiry, and 
referred to a special committee. In the journal 
of General Convention, 1886, Page 795, a pri- 
mary report is given. We will quote their opin- 
fon as given to the House: 

‘The first Bishop of the American Succes- 
tion (Bishop Seabury) was accustomed to wear 
the mitre in certain offices; and the first of our 
Bishops ever consecrated in America (Bishop 
Claggett) continued its use. It has not been 


generally follqwed, but in the opinion of this 
committee this\ historic fact justifies any Bishop 
in resuming it. As to the expediency of such 
resumption they express no opinion,’’ 

This report justifying the use of the mitre is 
signed by the Right Rev. A. Cleveland Coxe, 
the Right Rev. William Croswell Doane, and 
the Right Rev. H. C. Potter. 

It is pointed out that while the Western 
dioceses evidence a tendency to become 
more and more ritualistic, and closer in 
their forms to the Anglican Church, they 
diverge from the English Church in their 
opposition to a primate or head of the 





Chureh in this country. An Episcopal 
clergyman told a NEW YORK TIMES re- 


porter yesterday that there was in the 
Church at large an inevitable tendency 
toward placing an Archbishop at the head 
of the Church in America. 

An influential member of the Protestant 
Episeopal Church in New York said yester- 
day that the arguments the Western Bish- 
ovs use to justify their service are citations 
of historical usages in the Church of Eng- 
land in the Middle Ages. He thought that 
this mediaevalism would not be seriously 
regarded, and that it would die of its sheer 
un-Americanism.

Candidates for the vacant leadership were 
many. The appointment is to be confirmed 
by the Grand Council, composed of Chiefs 
and warriors, which will meet soon at 
Blaek River Falls, and which will subject 
the new Chief to an ordeal that will test 
his fitness for the place. 

With the administering of the oath to-day 
the new Chief inscribed his name in blood 
on the register of the tribe. This closed a 
ceremony handed down in the traditions of 
the tribe for generations.

THE PRESENTATION CEREMONY 





Mr. Guggenheimer Understands it Is 
for the Mall, Mr. Barney for 


Metropolitan Museum. 





A bust of Charles Broadway Rouss, the 
merchant, is to be formally presented to 
the city by the Society of Women of the 
South on Monday next. Randolph Gug- 
genheimer has been requested by the 
Mayor to represent him during the exer- 
cises. According to Mr. Guggenheimer's 
understanding of the formalities, the bust 
will be given to the city by Mrs. Jeffer- 
son Davis, Mrs, John Calhoun, and Miss 
A. Rives, and will be turned over to Presi- 
dent Clausen of the Park Board. 

In order to get Mr. Guggenheimer’s con- 
sent to officiate, Miss Rives called upon 
him yesterday. There was some slight 
hitch about the time of the presentation, 
owing to a similar duty which Mr. Gug- 
genheimer has to perform for the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution on that same day, 
but finally 2 o’clock in the afternoon of 
Monday was fixed upon as the time for 
the exercises. 

The place selected, according to Mr. Gug- 
genheimer's information, is the Mall in 
Central Park. This is of some importance, 
since there appears to be a misunderstand- 
ing about it. Mr. Guggenheimer was sure 
last evening that the Mall in Central Park 
was the place chosen for the bust. There 
are others, however, who have the impres- 
sion that it is to be placed in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. 

Among those who are under the belief 
that the bust is to be placed at least tem- 
pcrarily in the inuseum is Charles T. Bar- 
ney, President of the Municipal Art Com- 
mission. Mr. Barrey, when questioned 
vpon the subject yesterday, had this ‘to 
say: - 

* IT was approached about the bust of Mr, 
Rouss some time ago, perhaps as long as 
two months ago. I went to the studio 
where I was directed; it was a place up on 
Ninth Avenue somewhere. The name of 
the sculptor I have forgotten; is an 
Italian, 1 think. 

‘After looking at the bust, I found it to 
be quite acceptable from an artistic stand- 
point. It is about three-quarters life size. 
1 did not consider the piece of great im- 
portance considered merely as an article of 
adornment, and this, coupled with the fact 
that it did not violate the standards of art, 
caused me to consider it favorably, and 
the commission passed it. 

“The routine is that an article of the 
kind I refer to shall be accepted both by 
the Art Commission and by the Park. Board, 
In this case, after we had accepted the 
bust, it went to President Clausen, and was 
then to come before the Art Commission 
again so that we might decide whether the 
location which had been selected for it was 
acceptable or not. My understanding was 
that it was not to have a prominent place. 


Had it been made plain to me that it was 
to oceupy such a place I would have said

‘*“About a week -ago the matter Came be- 
fore me finally. I was given to under- 
stand that the bust would be deposited in 
the Metropolitan Museum. With this un- 
derstanding I passed it—that means, I sup- 
pose, that I have passed it finally. 

**T know little of the reasons or the senti- 
ments which prompted the presentation of 
the gift. My information is that it is pre- 
sented to the city by the Southern women— 
Mr. Rouss being a Southern gentleman— 
out of recognition for what he has done for 
the City of New York, principally~for his 
gift of the Washington-Lafayette statue 
near. Morningside Park.”’ 

“Can you describe the bust?’’ Mr. Bar- 
ney was asked. ‘“ It has been said by sev- 
eral persons that it is of marble, by others 
that it is of bronze.”’ 

“Well, really, I can’t,"’ replied Mr. Bar- 
ney. ‘“‘I see so many busts from day to 
day, most of them in the plaster—or merely 
pattern form—that the one you speak of 

as become confused with others in my 
mind.”’ 

The bust is said to have cost the women 
who will present it to the city $15,000. Ef- 
forts to get a better description of it fatled 
last evening. Mrs. Davis, who is staying 
at the Girard Hotel, sent out word that 
she had been out all day and was too tired 
to be seen. 

President Clausen, who is living at’the 
Piaza, was said to be out. Mr. Rouss him- 
self was said to have retired for the night.

Howard Conkling presided at the meet- 
ing of the Madison Square Republican 
Club last night at 1146 Broadway, when 
another of the series of lectures was given.

“It was Grover Cleveland who said, 
‘Give the rank and file a chance.’ If he 
continues to see things political clearly, 
he may yet become a progressive Civil 
Service reformer."’ 

“There comes a time to almost every 
statesman when he wishes he had given the 
rank and file a chance.”’

Senior Member of the Firm Seeks Re- 
lief in the Bankruptcy Court— 
Liabilities, $4,150,907. 


William FE. Coffin, bond broker at 81 
Nassau Street, who was the senior mem- 
ber of the late firm of Coffin & Stanton, 
bankers, formerly at 66 Broadway, who 
failed in October, 1894, filed a petition in 
bankruptey yesterday, to get relieved from 
the debts of that firm.

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MARVELOUS ELECTRICAL 
INVENT(ONS DISPLAYED 


Attractions at a“ Conversazione ” 
at Columbia University. 








Effects of Peter Cooper Hewitt’s New 
Light—The Deaf Made to Hear— 
An Experiment that Failed. 





The American Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers held last night in two of the build- 
ings at Columbia University what they 
called a ‘‘ conversazione '’—an exhibition of 
various electrical appliances that had been 
recently invented, or the models of which 
had been improved of late. There was a 
special display of Nikola Tesia’s oscillator, 
the inventor showing an audience that 
packed a large auditorium in Havemeyer 
Hall how many kinds of sparks his con- 
trivance could generate. Hundreds of 
guests attended the conversazione, among 
them Thomas A. Edison and other distin- 


guished electricians. President Seth Low 
Was accompanied by the German Ambas- 
sador, Baron von Holleben. 

Ot the thirty-two exhibits none seemed 
to attract more general interest, both from 
experts and casual observers, than the 
high-power electric lights exhibited ‘as the 
invention of Peter Cocper Hewitt. In 
these, it was explained, a gas is used as 
the illuminating medium, instead of a film 
as in the urdinary incandescent light. Mr. 
Hewitt’s gas is mereury vapor. he lights 
are long and cylindrical in shape. At the 
bottom of each is some mercury, from 
which, when the current of electricity has 
been run through it, there issues the vapor 
referred to. The current is transmitted to 
the mercury direct, and not by means of 
the usual coil, for which reason less power 
is needed to produce the same amount of 
light than is required in the old incandes- 
cents. 

A most peculiar colored light is emitted 
from the tubes. It is half purple, half 
green. This, according to the explanation 
of the exhibitor, is a disadvantage, but it 
can be obviated by the use of counteract- 
ing colored shades, The reason the crowd 
seemed to be especially interested in the 
long tubes was the fact that everybody 
who came into the room had his or her 
features so distorted that the skin of the 
face appeared to be covered all over with 
ghastly, viglet-colored eruptions. The lips 
that came under the light seemed purplish 
gray, the pupils. of the eye lost their nat- 
ural hue, whatever it had been, and as- 
sumed a greenish tinge. 

In a room near the Hewitt Hghts were 
the akouphone and akoulalion invented 
lately. by R. Hutchison. They are 
microtelephonic instruments, so construct- 
ed as to reproduce and intensify sounds 
and still preserve their quality. he akou- 
phone is portable, looks something like a 
pair of opera glasses with a telephone 
receiver attached, and may be taken to 
the theatre or other public place by a 
deaf person.

ON EDUCATION DEFINED 


Resolutions Adopted by Associa- 
tion of Catholic Colleges. 








Protest Against State Control and Un- 
just Discrimination in Laws—A 
Message from the Pope. 





CHICAGO, April 12.—A declaration of the 
Catholic position on education in the United 
States was adcpted to-day at the closing 
session of the National conference of the 
Association of Catholic Colleges. The reso- 
lution comprising the declaration received 
the unanimous assent of the representa- 
tives of seventy different colleges—prac- 
tically the entire collegiate system of the 
Catholic Chureh in America. The dele- 
gates on adjourning were enthusiastic over 
the results of their labors, feeling confi- 
dent that the conference has been a 
marked success. The declaration adopted 
was as follows: 


First—That this association of Catholic col- 
leges respectfully request its President, the 
Right Rev. Thomas J. Conaty, to call the at- 
tention of the Bishops of the United States, at 
their annual meeting, to the work of this con- 
ference in regard to our collegiate conditions, 
and especially to the importance of the high 
school movement, 

Second—That the tendency of educational leg- 
islation forces us to warn our Catholic people of 
the systematic and well-defined effort in certain 
quarters toward absolute State control in educa- 
tion, thereby threatening and crippling all pri- 
vate educational effort, thus depriving a large 
class of the citizens of the liberty of main- 
taining schools in which their religion shall be 
made an essential element, 

Third—That we remind legislators of the rights 
of conscience guaranteed to us by our American 
citizenship, and call their attention to the sys- 
tem of schools which our people have main- 
tained at great expense and sacrifice. 

lourth--That we protest sapenah the unfair and 

unjust discriminations resulting from much of 
the educational legislation, and we appeal to the 
fairmindedness and sense of justice of the 
Amerie people to protect us from such illiber- 
ality. 
‘ifth—That this conference of Catholic col- 
leges convinces us that we are justified in as- 
serting that our college system deserves the 
See co-operation of all interested in higher 
atholic education, and we pledge ourselves to 
use every effort to protect still more our col- 
legiate conditions. 

Sixth—That*we call upon all Catholics to rec- 
ognize the imperative need of a more perfect 
erganization of our educational system, and we 
assure them that with a fuller ‘development of 
the Catholic high school we shall have a com- 
plete ane. with its headship in the universi- 
ty, a thus we shall continue to maintain a 
high collegiate standard. 

Words of cheer from across the sea were 
received in a cablegram of congratulation 
from Pope Leo XIII. at Rome. The mes- 


sage read as follows: 
Rome, April 12, 

Mgr. Thomas J. Conaty, President of the Con- 
ference of Catholic Colleges: The Holy Father 
thanks you for the good wishes expressed by 
you in the name of the conference of Catholia 
Colleges, and bestows most heartily the Apostol- 
ie benediction. CARDINAL RAMPOLLA. 

The cablegram was in answer to a mes- 
sage which the convention sent to the Pope 
when it convened.

We appeal in 
the name of the spirit of common citizenship to 
the spirit of justice and fair play, and we stand 
ready to defend our claims in the name of true 


education. We warn a Christian people that 
Christianity is tn danger from the arrogance and 
tyranny of legislation which not only drives 


positive religion from State schools, but also 
aims to crush the private schools in which relig- 
ion dwells as its very soul. By showing the 
trend of legislation we place before our people 
the dangers to which our system of schools is 


ex d. 

Phe keynote of this conference is organization— 
unification. With a larger high-school devel- 
opment we may confidently assure our people 
that we are in a condition to give a complete 
education, Let our watchword be the Catholic 
system of education for our people—no link 
missing in the golden chain which binds mind 
and heart to the great truth of God. Our schools, 
colleges, our university, the safeguard of our 
conscience, the ennobling of our citizenship. May 
God bless our work and our country honor our 
sacrifices in the cause of Christian education. 


It was decided to hold the next. confer- 
éenee in 1902, the first Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday after July 4, in Chicago.

TAKES MR. COMSTOCK TO TASK 


Ex-Judge Olcott Accused Him of Prose- 
cuting a Man Already Tried 
and Acquitted. 


There was @ lively clash between ex- 
Judge William M. K. Olcott and Anthony 
Comstock, Secretary of the Society for the 
Suppression of Vice, before Magistrate 
Cornell, in the Centre Street Police Court, 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. Olcott apneared 
as counsel for William C. Hallock of 200 
West One Hundred and Thirty-fourth 
Street, who was arrested a few days ago 
on charges made by Mr. Comstock. 

Hallock was charged with publishing and 
disseminating circulars detailing the Virtues 
of a medicine to be used for unlawful pur- 


poses. It was charged that under the name 
of ‘‘Dr. Heale,”’ and from an office at 7 
West Fourteenth Street, he had sent oyt 
circulars in December, 1889. The case came 
up for examination yesterday, and ex- 
Judge Oleott told the Magistrate that the 
charge of mailing the same éirculars had 
been decided’ before Judge Thomas, in the 
United States Circuit Court, about two 
weeks ago, and that Hallock had been ac- 
quitted before a jury. 

Magistrate Cornell said he wished to go 
into the case, and granted an adjournment 
until May 3, before which date he asked 
Mr. Olcott and Mr. Comstock to submit 
briefs. Both agreed to do so. Then Mr. 
Comstock attempted to go into the case, 
which angered Judge Olcott. 

“This man Comstock is angry because 
my client was acquitted,” he said, ‘‘ and 
so he brings this action here. Furthermore, 
he stole a number of papers which were 
exhibits in the Federal courts, and re- 
tained them.” 

“That statement is unqualifiedly and en- 
tirely false,’’ retorted Comstock, ‘‘ On the 
eontrary, Judge Olcott has several of my 
exhibits and Peart 

‘Are any of your exhibits there?” asked 
Judge Olcott, handing out a bundle of pa- 
pers which he had in his hand. “ Those 
are all the papers in the case which are in 
my possession.’’ Mr. Comstock looked over 
the papers and said none was his. 

‘“*Now, will you let me look through your 
papers?" said Mr. Olcott. 

“No,” replied Mr. Comstock, forcibly. 


“Your ideas of fairness are plain to he | 


seen,”’ said Mr. Olcott. ‘‘ Instead of attend- 
ing to the proper work of your society— 
the prosecution of poscy men and that 
eclass—you are engaged in prosecuting a 
man who has been declared innocent.”

POLICE PROMOTIONS 





Testimony of ex-Commissioners 
Before the Civil Service Board. 





Mr. Devery Talks of Sergt. Nally’s Rec- 
ord and Defines the Expression: 
“Shaking the Clothes Off a Man.” 


Partisan influence in police appointments 
was freely admitted yesterday by President 
Bernard J. York of the old Police Board, 
who was the first witness before the State 
Civil Service Commission, which is investi- 
gating the promotions of sixteen Sergeants 
to Captaincies made by that body on Dec. 
27 last. Mr. York, at the hearing in the 
New York Life Building, said there were 
sixteen vacancies to. be filled from a list 
of thirty names. 

“It got down finally so that, excluding 


the veterans who had to be appointed, 
Abell named one, Hess named one, and 
Sexton and I named the others.’’ He said: 


** We had the right of the patronage and a 
man who wouldn’t look after his party 
wouldn’t have any business to be there.’’ 

“With two officers just alike, you would 
have selected a Democrat, then?’’ asked 
Mr. Ordway, counsel to the commission. 

‘* Every day in the week and every hour 
in the day.” 

Mr. York said he believed that promotions 
should be made either at the will of a com- 
manding officer or by seniority alone. ‘ All 
this civil service machinery is an obstacle, 
but it is an obstacle that can be surmount- 
ed,’’ he said. He does not believe in re- 
warding acts of heroism by promotion. 

Ex-Commissioner Henry E. Abell denied 
that he had been satisfied with the divi- 
sion of the appointments. ‘ I’d like to have 
appointed the whole sixteen,” he said, ‘‘ and 
all Republicans.”” He shouldered the re- 
sponsibility for the delay of a year in mak- 
ing the promotions after the Municipal 
Civil Service Commission had furnished the 
eligible list. ‘‘I didn’t think the safety of 
the city depended on the appointment of a 
dozen Captains when we wanted 1,000 more 
policemen and couldn’t get them,”’ he said. 
“I made up my mind that I wouldn’t ap- 
Point the Captains till I got ready.” 

The examination is based mainly upon 
charges brought by the Civil Service Re- 
form Association, and the count upon 
which the most stress is laid is that Sergt. 
James F. Nally, who was rated as “ excel- 
lent” by his commanding officer, Capt. 
Stephenson, on every subject required by 
the Municipal Civil Service Commission, 
‘Was returned as “ poor,’”’ the lowest mark- 
ing by the Police Board, thus debarring him 
from promotion. 

Deputy Commissioner Devery was called 
to testify immediately after the recess, and 
delighted the commission by presenting the 


original reports of the commanding officers, 
in tracing which they had spent the greater 
part of Thursday without avail. Mr. York 
testified that he didn’t attach much im- 
portance to these reports, as they were 
written in most cases with the officer to 
whom they referred looking over his su- 
perior’s shoulder, and Devery took the same 
view of them. He said that when he issued 
the order to have them prepared, in Octo- 
ber, 1899, he supposed he would make the 
final recommendations and wanted them 
to help him form his judgment of men with 
whom he was not well acquainted. 

In proof of the small value to be attached 
to these records he said of Sergt. Nally, 
while he waved aloft Capt. Stephenson's 
“excellent ’’ rating: 

“IT put him in command of the Seventh 
Precinct at his Captain's request, while he 
was sick. While in. command of that pre- 
einct his Captain, lying on his death bed, 
sent for me and told me that he had got 
information that Nally was virtually shak- 
ing the clothes off of everybody in that 
precinct, and he asked me to transfer him 
out of that precinct, and I says to Nally: 
* When that Captain comes back and I can 
get evidence against you, you go out of 
this business’; but, fortunately for Nally, 
his Captain died. Now Capt. Stephenson re- 
ports on that man as excellent, and I re- 
port on him—not.” 

‘What do you mean by ‘shaking the 
clothes off of everybody '’?’’ asked Com- 
missioner Pound. ‘“ State that in language 
that we can understand.”’ 

“Put any construction on it you please,” 
Bid Devery. 

‘Oh, it isn’t to be taken literally, I sup- 
pose?”’ 

“It’s to be taken as a fact.” 

‘“*Come, now, won't you tell us what that 
means?” 

“Well, getting. away from that case, I'll 
tell you what it means. ‘Shaking the 
clothes off’ a man means to strip him and 
take his property away from him. To get 
anything you can get.” 

The Deputy Commissioner said. he didn’t 
remember much about the record of Sergt. 
Jacob Braun, who was reported by the 
board as only “ fair’’ in infantry tactics, 
although he was trained as a soldier in 
Germany and holds a certificate from 
Major Gen. Otis for excellence as a drill- 
master in the United States Army. He 
said Sergt.. Braun had easy precincts while 
detailed a#Acting Captain, where his work 
had not brought out any evidence of his 
special fitness to command, 

Sergt. Walter Norris, another of the dis- 
appointed ones, was then called. He holds 
that record should appear in the depart- 
ment archives of a diamond medal handed 
him by Commissioner McClave in 1888 A 
thief had thrown a brick through the win- 
dow of a Third Avenue jewelry store and 
made off with five gold watches, when 
Norris caught him within a block and re- 
covered the plunder. The jeweler gave the 
medal and inscribed it as a personal gift.

District Attorney Will Bring Charges 
Before a Police Magistrate In- 
stead of the Grand Jury. 


It was learned yesterday afternoon that 
District Attorney Philbin will next week 
go before Magistrate Cornell in the police 
court and move the cases against certain 
Police Captains, instead of going before 
the Grand Jury. 

The charge to be made against the Cap- 
tains will be for misdemeanor, neglect of 
duty in failing to suppress gambling and 
disorderly houses in their districts. If upon 
examination a case is made out before the 
Magistrate, it can be sent to the Court of 
Special Sessions. Three Judges ere at- 
tached to that court, and one of them who 
will sit for about a month yet is Justice 
Jerome. 

Upon conviction in the Court of Special 
Sexsions the person found guilty may be 
sent to prison for one year or fined $500, or 
may be sentenced to both at the discre- 
tion of the Court. lt is said that the con- 
viction for a misdemeanor is not a ** break- 
ing’’ charge. 


STOMACH REMOVED, HE DIED. 


David Bodman Lived But Two Weeks 
After the Operation. 


NEWARK, N. J., April 11.—David G, Bod- 
man, whose stomach was removed two 
weeks ago, died from exhaustion to-day. 
The operation upon Bodman attracted at- 
tention throughout the surgical world. It 
was decided upon as the only means of 
saving the man’s life, as he was suffer- 
ing from cancer of the stomach. 

The paticnt recovered from the shock of 
the operation, and up to three or four days 
ago was reported as doing very well. He 
was taking food by absorption, and for a 
time his physicians thought his chances of 
living were good. 

Dr. F. C. Carpenter, the chief surgeon 
at the operation, said to-day that the man 
would have lived if his condition, aside 
from the cancer, had been strong and 
normal. 


FOUND $6,000 IN GOOD MONEY. 


Secret Service Men Got It When They 
Removed Counterfeiter Skoog’s Outfit. 


Two men from the Secret Service Bureau 
of Manhattan yesterday went to head- 
quarters of the counterfeiters John Albert 
Skoog and Emil Mobert, at 691 Grand 
Street, Williamsburg, and carried away all 
the paraphernalia found in the house. Mrs. 
Mobert watched the men, and as the stuff 
was carried from the building she wept. 

The most important find was a large 
quantity of' English and foreign money, 
which the men used as copies to make 
counterfeits from. It was said that from 


$5,000 to $6,000 in good English money was 
found, besides about $15,000 of foreign 
notes.

Justice Beach said that this would be a 
good idea, and Mr. Kaufman retired to a 
jury room and made the change, exhibit- 
ing first one suit and then the other, A 
cutter of fourteen years’ experience had 
been called as an expert, but after inspect- 
ing the fit of the garments he declined to 
give an opinion, as he said he was friendly 
to both sides. 

In excusing this witness, the Justice said: 

“What is the difference? The jurymen 
can see and judge the fit for themselves. I 
don’t be‘ieve in expert testimony, anyhow. 
It is like medical experts. They make a 
great noise, and don’t amount to much.”

A Much-Prized Possession of a Citizen 
of Arkansas. 
From The Little Rock (Ark.) Democrat. 
Carrington C. Bacon of Imboden, Law- 
rence County, Ark., is the possessor of a 


| promissory note for $370, which was given 
| by Thomas Jefferson, April 7, 1813, to Ed- 


mund Bacon, great-grandfather of the 
present holder of the paper. The note has 
long since been paid, but on account of the 
customs and institutions of the period 
when it was executed, remained in the pos- 
session of the drawee and descended 
through three generations to the present 
owner. 

At the time the note was drawn Mr: Ed- 
mund Bacon owned a farm adjoining Mr. 
Jefferson’s Monticello place, in Virginia. 
Before the note was paid Mr, Bacon moyed 
west and made his home in Kentucky. 
With him he brought the note, which was 
duly paid. The mails at the time were 
slow and uncertain, and for this reason 
the note was not returned to Mr. Jeffer- 


son. 
This old bit of yellow, mildewed paper is 
prized by its owner as much for its con- 
nection with the history of his family as 
for being an autograph of a famous man 
and written by the same hand that exe- 
cuted the Declaration of Independence.

ORDER FOR COUNCILMAN | CHARGES AGAINST 


BRICE’S COMMITMENT 


Municipal Assembly’s Power to Se- 
lect Any Place as a Jail. 








What Such Action Would Involve in 
This Case Explained by a Su- 


preme Court Justice. 





An order for the commitment of Council- 
man Stewart M. Brice to the county jail 
was prenared by L. Laflin Kellogg yester- 
day and made returnable at 10:30 o’clock 
Monday :rorning. It is expected that James 
W. Gerard, Jr., attorney for Mr. Brice, will 
in the meantime take steps looking to an 
appeal, and that a stay will be granted un- 
til the case is finally determined in a higher 
court. 

There seems to be a wide difference of 
opinion among lawyers as to whether the 
Municipal Assembly has the power to des- 
ignate another place besides the Ludlow 
Street Prison, and thus spare Mr. Brice hu- 
miliation, by declaring some hotel or his 
own home to be a jail during the ten days 
that he is under duress. L. Laflin Kellogg, 
counsel for the relator, John Pierce, de- 
clares positively that the Council and 
Board of Aldermen have no such power, 
while a Justice of the Supreme Court, who 
would not permit his name to be men- 
tioned, takes the opposite view. 

“The talk of Mr. Brice’s colleagues nam- 
ing the Brice mansion as a jail and sending 
their fellow-member to his own home to ex- 
piate an offense against the law is rot,” 
declared Mr. Kellogg. The offense was 


committed agnuinst a State court, and the 
law-making power of the city has nothing 
to do. with it.” 

‘““Then in your judgment the Councilman 
miner, Nerve ten days in Ludlow Street 

ail’? 

*‘Unless a higher court reverses the de- 
cision of Judge Scott, I see no way in 
which he can avoid it. The Municipal As- 
sembly will hardly take steps to nullify a 
decree of the Supreme Court. Members 
voting for a resolution to that end would 
probably find themselves in contempt. It 
should be borne in mind that this jail sen- 
tence is a part of the punishment of Brice— 
it is not an alternative to be accepted in 
lieu of paying a fine.’ 

Mr. Kellogg further said that Mr. Gerard 
would gb ge go before Justice Andrews 
and ask for an order returnable to Justice 
O’Gorman, who will sit in Special Term, 
Part L., Monday. This order will ask for 
a stay pending an appeal, and it will be 
discretionary with Justice O’Gorman to 
grant it or not. He may insist that some 
error in the record be shown. 

‘““Mr. Brice is quoted,’’ said thé reporter 
to Mr. Kellogg, ‘‘ as saying that your activ, 
ity in the matter is inspired oF pretice. 

“That is not true,” replied the ays 
“T have no malice in the matter at all. I 
sitnply owe a duty to the court, and to the 
managing clerk of this office, whom Mr. 
Brice accused of falsehood, and I am per- 
forming that duty. I told Mr. Brice that 
I would do nothing without informing him— 
told him in the presence of his counsel. He 
became very abusive, and said that would 
not do, that Mr. Rose had sworn falsely, 
and that he would follow it up until he 
landed him in Sing a I replied that I 
thought he was more likely to go to Sing 
Sing than Mr. Rose, and asked him to leave 
the office.”’ 

‘Concerning the legal definition of a coun- 
ty jail, the Justice of the Supreme Court 
previously referred to said: 

‘““T am inclined to think that it is one of 
the functions of the Municipal Assembly 
to designate weet now shall be considered 
as county jails. he relations between the 
City and County of New York are so inti- 
mate that the Assembly has many powers 
that at first blush would seem peculiar. 1 
have little doubt that the Brice home on 
Fifth Avenue could be named, with the 
consent of its owner, which would involve 
considerable red tape. Private property 
cannot be taken for public use arbitrarily 
in time of peace. As for naming a hotel as 
a jail, that is hardly possible. The law 
plainly says that no liquor shall be sold in 
any building used as a jail, and there are 
few hotels without bars in New York. Be- 
sides, it is provided that there must be a 
Bible in every room, and there are other 
restrictions and provisions that the aver- 
age landlord would object to. Another 
thing, a private house could not be desig- 
nated for a particular prisoner. It would 
have to be for the common use of such ner- 
sons as the Sheriff saw fit to take there.” 

“It has been said that the jail 
being the county bounds, the

PATRICK’S WITNESSES 


Meyers and Short Accused of For- 
gery, Perjury, and Conspiracy. 





May Be Liable to Prosecution for Mur- 
der of Millionaire Rice — Bail for 
Each Fixed at $20,000. 





Counsel for Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, 
now in the Tombs charged by Valet Jones 
with instigating the murder of Willlam M. 
Rice, received another setback yesterday 
when Recorder Goff, in response to their 
motion to fix bail for Morris Meyers and 
David L. Short, named $20,000 as a proper 
bail for each. 

Short and Meyers were committed to the 
Tombs by Justice Jerome Thursday in de- 
fault of $10,000 bail, on a charge of forgery, 
in witnessing the Rice will making Patrick 
the residuary legatee of the millionaire’s 
estate. Assistant District Attorney Osborne 
contends that both are guilty of forgery in 
witnessing a document they knew at the 
time was not genuine. Patrick is awaiting 
in his cell the Justice’s decision as to 
whether or not Valet Jones’s confession of 
the murder was sufficiently corroborated to 
warrant him in holding Patrick for the ac- 
tion of the Grand Jury. Graver charges 
will be preferred against Short and Meyers 
very soon. 

Robert M. Moore, of Cantwell & Moore, 
appeared before the Recorder and formally 
moved that bail be fixed for the two wit- 
nesses to the will. He thought $2,500 or 
$3,000 would be a large enough sum to se- 
cure their presence within the jurisdiction 
of the court. Upon his advice both had 


waived examination on the forgery charge 
before Justice Jerome. Their arrest was 
made upon affidavits of Valet Jones, who 
swore the will of 1900 was forged; of Hand- 
writing Experts Kinsley and Carvalho, who 
swore that the signatures to the will were 
forged, and of Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan, who alleged that Short and Meyers 
had testified under oath that they saw Rice 
sign the will. 

“T have very serious doubts,’ said Mr. 
Moore, arguing his motion, ‘‘ whether wit- 
nessing a forged will is forgery in the first 
degree, It might constitute perjury, a lesser 
crime, but no forgery can be attributed to 
them, in my opinion, in witnessing this will, 
which a self-confessed murderer says is 
forged. Both, for six months, knew Patrick 
was arrested for forgery, and neither tried 
to run away. I think they might be able to 
give $2,500 bail, but not much more.” , 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan op- 
posed the motion of Mr. Moore and sprung 
a great surprise on him by announcing to 


‘the’ Court that the District Attorney hoped 


to secure the indictment of both on nine 
other charges. He suggested $25,000 bail. 

“The District Attorney expects,"’ said Mr. 
Garvan, ‘‘ to obtain the indictment of Mey- 
ers on four other forgery charges. In addi- 
tion to the charge of witnessing the forged 
will he will be accused of forgery in wit- 
nessing the two general assignments of all 
Rice’s real proper. to Patrick and the two 
assignments of securities and other valu- 
ables in the custody of thy Fifth Avenue 
Trust Company and the City Safe Deposit 
Company. We expect, also, to secure his 
indictment for perjury and for conspiring to 
defraud Rice of his property. ‘ 

“The District Attorney will charge Short 
with five forgeries, including the uttering 
of a $25,000 check on the Fifth Avenue 
Trust Company; with perjury and with con- 
spiracy, he State has not yet connected 
these two men with the murder, but we 
hope to do so, and also to show that they 
were parties to the conspiracy to obtain 
possession of Rice’s property. This plot 
ended in murder and renders each conspira- 
tor liable to prosecution for murder in the 
first degree.”’ 

Mr. Moore’s protest that such bail would 
be tantamount to a denial of any bail at 
all was unavailing, and the Recorder fixed 
$20,000 as a reasonable amount.

TENEMENT BILLS SIGNED 
The Governor Recommends Some 
Supplemental Legislation. 


Extension of Time for Builders and 
Changes in Minor Features to be 


Included in a New Bill. 


ALBANY, April 12—Gov. Odell has 
signed the four tenement house bills which 
the Legislature passed on the recommenda- 
tion of the Roosevelt Tenement House 
Commission. The Governor filed the fol- 
lowing memorandum with the bill provid- 
ing for the manner of construction of tene- 
ment houses: 

On the hearing before me on this bill it was 
developed that some hardship would be occa- 
sioned by its immediate enactment into law, and 
also that certain amendatory provisions were 
proper and necessary. The President of the 
Tenement House Commission has transmitted 
to me.a letter recommending that certain supple- 
mental legislation *be- enacted to correct these 
defects, which is attached to and is to be taken 
as a part of this memorandum 

In the belief that the Legislature will take 
this matter up, and in thorough sympathy with 
the object and pu the Tenement House 
Commission, I ve icluded to approve the 
resent bill, lea g to the wisdom of the Legis- 
flues the pro; y and extent of supplemental 
legislation on this subject.

Senator Stranahan will introduce the sup- 
plementary bill, and it will be passed by 
the Legislature before its final adjourn- 
ment and signed by the Governor. 

The defihition of a tenement will not be 
changed. Apartment houses will not be ex- 
empted from ‘the provisions of the act. Any 
building wherein three or more families re- 
side will come within the scope of operation 
of the law. Gov. Odell and the legislators 
who have the matter in charge fear that 
the exemption of apartment houses would 
allow wholesale violations of the law, and 
they will take no chances. The amend- 
ments to be made by the Stranahan bill 
will cover the points suggested by Mr. De 
Forest in his letter to the Governor. 


NEW LAWS’ PROVISIONS. 


FOREST, 
Commission 


Bweeping Reforms the Creation of the 
Tenement House Commission 
Will Bring About. 


Chairman Robert W. De Forest of the 
Tenement House Commission returned to 
this city from Albany yesterday immediate- 
ly after he had learned that the Governor 
had signed-the four bills drawn up on the 
recommendations made in the report of his 
commission. He said that the new law 
would make a great change in the tenement 
house problem in this city and that tene- 
ments built in accordance with the law 
after this would present a great difference 
to those built under the old law. 

“ The principal reforms that the new law 
will bring,;”’ he said, ‘‘ will be more air and 
light to the dwellers in tenements, the do- 
ing away with dark interior rooms. and 
cellar rooms, proper sanitary appliances for 
every family, proper protection against fire, 
and a proper enforcement of the laws in 
regard to tenement houses in the city. This 
will be accomplished by the appointment of 


@ Tenement House Department which the 
acts provide for. 

“Probably the gravest evils resulting 
from the present tenement house system 
arise from a lack of proper sanitary super- 
vision. The number of Sanitary Inspectors 
is. wholly inadequate. The Health Depart- 
ment has plenty to do without inspecting 
the sanitary conditions in the tenements. 
The law in regard to the building of new 
tenements recently has not been enforced. 
Out of 833 tenements recently constructed 
only 15 were found, upon examination by 
the commission, which fulfilled all the con- 
ditions laid down in the old law. 

“One of the chief reasons why tenement 

ouse reform has been a failure in New 
iYork for many years is the fact that there 
‘was nobody specially charged with the care 
and oversight of the houses. At present 
the enforcement of the laws in regard to 
them is divided among the Health Depart- 

ent, the Building Department, the Police 

epartment, and the Fire Department. 
The new Tenement Department will have 
full control of the enforcement of the laws, 
and the Commissioner at its head will be 
thé one man whom the people of New York 
_ will hold directly responsible for any viola- 

The bill creating the Tenement House 
Department provides that the head of the 
departinent, who shall be called the Tene- 
ment House Commissioner, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor and shall hold office 
subject to removal by the Mayor. His sal- 
ary will be $7,500 annually, and he will be 
under bonds of $20,000 for a faithful per- 
formance of his duties. He will have pow- 
er to appoint and remove at will one or 
more Deputy Commissioners, whose annual 
salaries will not exceed $5,000 each. The 
Tenement House Department will include 
a New Building Bureau, an Inspection Bu- 
reau, a Bureau of Records, and the Tene- 
ment House Commissioner will have power 
to form other bureaus. The Commissioner 
will also have power to appoint all regis- 
trars, examiners, inspectors, and employes 
in the department and to fix their salaries. 

* All the present power of the Health De- 
yartment in regard to the sanitary inspec- 

ion of tenement houses will go to the Tene- 
ment House Department,” said Mr. De 
Forest, ‘‘as well as those powers and du- 
ties now held by the Police and Fire De- 
yartments with respect to the preven- 
tion of incumbrance of fire-escapes in tene- 
ments. The rights and duties of the Build- 
ing Department with respect to the light 
and ventilation of tenements and to the 
equipment of the houses with fire-escapes 
will also be transferred to the new depart- 
ment. Before the construction of any 
house the owner will have to submit a de- 
tailed statement to the department. 

“The new law further provides that every 
tenement over five stories in height shall 
be fire-proof, and that fire-escapnes con- 
sisting of open stairways and balconies 
she! be built in the front of every non- 
fire-proof tenement. The balconies must 
be at least three feet in width and the stair- 
ways will have steps of not less than six 
inehes in width and twenty in Jength with 
a rise of not more than nine inches. None 
of the stairways will be at an angle of 
more than sixty degrees. This will make 
egress from a building a great deal easier 
than with the vertical ladder fire-escapes 
which are on almost all the old tenements. 
Our report shows that in many cases peo- 
ple were unable to climb down these and 
were rescued from them by firemen. The 
public halls and stairs will be at least three 
feet in width. The stairs in all the build- 
ings must be constructed of fire-proof ma- 
terial, and the floors of stair halls “will 
have steel beams and fire-proof filling, no 
wooden flooring being allowed.”’ 

In regard to lighting and ventilation, Mr. 
De Forest said that the new law made the 
narrow airshaft which was a feature of all 
the old tenement houses a thing of the 
past. In future no tenement house must 
exceed in height by more than one-third 
the width of the street on which it stands. 
Except upon corner lots, a tenement house 
of ‘sixty feet must have a rear yard twelve 
feet in depth, and an additional foot must 
be added for every twelve feet in the height 
of the building. What are at present 
known as airshafts situated between wings 
or parts of the same building must be at 
least ten feet wide in a house sixty feet 
in height, and have an increase of a foot 
in width for every additional twelve feet 
in the height of the building. In an inner 
court surrounded, on all four sides the 
least horizontal dimension for houses sixty 
feet and under in height shall be twenty- 
four feet. 

Wo rear tenements can be erected on a 
lot less than fifty feet in width. The total 
window area in the rooms must be at least 
one-tenth of the superficial area of the 
room, and each room must have at least 
120 square feet of floor area. Previous 
to this, the law has never prescribed any 
minimum size for rooms. At present one 
water closet for every two families is re- 

uired in a tenement. Under the new law 
there must be one water closet for each

It will be the duty of the Board of Health 
to inspect each tenement house in the city 
at least twice before 1902, and for the de- 
tailing of a body of sanitary police from 
the regular police force for the purpose of 
making inspections. 

Mr. De Forest said that the amendment to 
the new laws permitting builders who had 
filed plans before April 10 and had made 
contracts, but were unable to start work 
until May 1, ‘to build under the old law 
was only just. 

“It will not make it possible for people 
to get around the law by simply filing 
plans,’’ he said. ‘‘The new law provides 
that the plans must have been approved 
and the contracts made.”’ 

Abraham Stern, who represented a num- 
ber of property owners and real estate men 
who were anxious to have the bill amended 
in regard to the time it should go into ef- 
fect, said that he was well satisfied with 
the new tenement house law. 

“We only wanted an amendment that 
would allow those who had already made 
contracts to build tenement houses under 
the old law to go on with them,” said he. 
“That is the amendment that the Governor 
approved of, and we are satisfied.” 


Common Law Marriage Bill Signed. 

ALBANY, April 12.—Gov. Odell has signed 
the bill of Assemblyman Weekes to pro- 
hibit common-law marriages. The bill pro- 
vides that after Jan. 1, 1902, there shall 
he no common-law marriage recognized in 
this State except the parties thereto have 
signed a contract in the presence of wit- 
nesses and filed the same with the clerk 
of the town, village, or city in which the 
contract was made. 


Building Association Bill a Law. 

ALBANY, April 12.—Goyv. Odell to-day

Of course, this kind of suggestion 
has been made on every big bill this ses- 
sion, and there may be nothing in it. How- 
ever, the Committee on Rules will take 
care of it.”

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MORE STRIKE NEGOTIATIONS. | 


Demands of New Jersey Central Train- 
men to be Discussed—Voting on 


Tie-Up Goes On. 

The representatives of the engineers and 
the firemen on the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey resumed their conference yes- 
terday morning with the officials of the 
company in the office of Division Superin- 
tendent Wentz. They spent from 10 to 5 
o’clock trying to straighten out the tangle 
which almost led to a general tie-up of the 
system, and then the conference adjourned 
until this morning. According to the repre- 
sentatives of the men all danger of a strike 
has not yet been averted, and unless the 
trainmen and telegraphers as well as the 
engineers and firemen can be satisfied the 
trouble will not be over. 

It had been decided at first that the con- 
ference would be only on behalf of the en- 
gineers and foremen, but as negitiations 
progressed it was insisted that the claims 
of the others, who alb have representatives 
at the conference, would have to be consid- | 
ered. The company has agreed to this. 
The representatives of the engineers and 
firemen had frequent consultations in the 
corridors during the conference yesterday, 
and it was evident that the settling of their | 
demands was a harder thing than had been | 
expected. Most of the talking was done by 
Superintendent Olhausen on behalf of the 
company and John V. Waite on behalf of 
the engineers. The company offered some 
concessions, but they were net enough, and 
when the representatives of the men saw 
that the company was willing to make con- 
cessions they carried the point that the de- 
mands of the trainmen and telegraphers 
will be considered when the engineers and 
firemen had come to a settlement with the 
company. 

The men say that in case of failure to 
reach an agreement the strike will go on, 
but they admit that they would prefer not 
to have a strike. 

It was learned that the company offered 
the engineers and firemen advances in 
wages .which would amount to $380,000 a 
year, he men’s representatives, however, 
pointed out that while $30,000 looked like a 
large sum, it would amount to very little 
per man. Assuming that there are 900 
engineers and firemen, which, it is said, is 
the average number employed on the whole 
system, this would mean something like an 
advance of $2.70 per month per man. It is 
said that the men want at least twice as 
much. 

The engineers, it was said, are as much 
concerned about the adjustment of the 
wages as about a general advance. Some 
of them are paid $6.40 a day and others 
$3.25. It is proposed to reduce the higher 
rate and increase the lower rate. By those 
receiving the higher rate the proposal is 
naturally not received with enthusiasm. Se- 
cret meetings of the men were held last 
evening, at which the matter was discussed, 
and new propositions will be submitted on 
behalf of the men to-day. 

One of the committeemen said after yes- 
terday’s session was over: 

‘“‘ There has been no bitterness in the con- 
ference. The representatives of the men are 
trying to get the best terms for them that 
are possible, and the representatives of the 
company are of course studying the inter- 
ests of the company. There is no reason to 
suppose that we cannot easily and speedily 
reach an amicable agreement.”’ 

He insisted, however, that the balloting 
on the strike question was still going on. 

“The balloting seems to be slow, does it 
not?”’ he was asked. 

“TIT guess,” he said with a smile, 
could make it quicker if we wanted to. 
slow at the present because there 
need for hurry.” 

Neither Superintendent Olhausen nor Di- 
vision Superintendent Wentz would talk. 
General anager Warren was equally un- 
communicative. He would not undertake to 
predict when the conference would be over.

Men on East River Bridge Struck and 
Have Delayed the Work. 


The raising of the second wire from the 
bed of the East River for the cables of the 
new East River Bridge, which was to 
have taken place yesterday, was postponed 
on account of an unexpected strike. About 
fifty men employed on the structure quit 
work. This surprised the Roebling Sons’ 


Company, which has the contract for the 
cable work on the new bridge. The men 
went on strike a few minutes before the 
time of stretching the wire. The strikers 
are members of the House and Bridge- 
smiths’ Union, and they went out in sym- 
athy with the metallic lathers of Man- 
nattan, who have a grievance against the 
Roebling Construction Company. 

Shortly before noon Superintendent Por- 
ter noticed that some of the men were act- 
ing peculiarly, and asked the cause. He 
was told of the intended strike and imme- 
diately put an end to the further work 
for stretching the second wire. The thou- 
sands of persons who had gathered about 
the docks on each side of the river to wit- 
ness the raising of the wire were much 
disappointed. It was said at the office 
of the company that the strike came as a 
great surprise, and that it was altogether 
probable that non-union men will be em- 
ployed in the places of the strikers. 


FIGHT FOR NINE-HOUR DAY. 


Machinists Listen to Advice from 
Messrs. Gompers and O’Connell. 


James O'Connell, President of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists, and 
Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, at a mass meet- 
ing of machinists last night, in Arlington 
Hall, 7 St. Mark’s Place, addressed 1,500 


machinists. They talked on the demand 
for a nine-hour day for machinists. The 
men have made a demand which must be 
granted by May 20. If it is not every ma- 
chinist in the country is expected to strike. 

At the meeting President O’Connell an- 
nounced that similar meetings were being 
held at the same hour in every town and 
city in the United States where there was 
a branch of the international union. Presi- 
dent Gompers urged every non-union ma- 
chinist to join the union before the great 
struggle began. After the meeting the dif- 
ferent lodges of machinists represented at 
the meeting met in their respective lodge 
rooms to prepare a programme for the 
campaign.

Five Grand Jurors, designated as a com- 
mittee of five by Foreman W. C. Church, 
are going to breast the wave of humanity 
which breaks around the elevated road 
terminals at the Manhattan end of the 
Brooklyn Bridge, and narrate their expe- 
riences, if in condition to do so, to their 

fellow-inquisitors next week. 

This decision to personally investigate 


the conditions so often complained of was 
arrived at yesterday, when District Attor- 
ney Philbin ushered into the Grand Jury's 
presence Chairman Alexander E. Orr of the 
Chamber of Commerce committee now 
looking into this same matter, and ex- 
Mayor Abram S. Hewitt.

THE TRANSFER TAx.—The late Eugene G. 
Crug2r, by a deed executed about nine 
years ago, in which his wife, Meta, joined, 
transf2rred personal property consisting of 
mortgages, bonds, and cash to Stephen 
V. R. Cruger and Charles Stewart Davi- 
son, $1,206 of the income to be paid to Eu- 
gene Cruger’s daughter, Angele, and the re- 
maining income to go to himself. On Eu- 
gene Cruger’s death the principal and ac- 
cumulated income were to go to Angele, 
the daughter, but if she were not then liv- 


‘ing the principal and income were to go to 


guch persens other than Meta Cruger as 


would be entitled to them under the statute 
of distributions, in case Angele should die 
intestate. Angele died Sept. 1806, intes- 
tate, unmarried, without issue, and without 
having exercised the power of appointment. 
Eugene G. Cruger died three years ago, and 
the principal of the trust estate passed un- 
der the trusts of the trust deed to the next 
of kin of Angele Cruger, with the exception 
of her mother. The Surrogate, about a 
year ago, reversed a decision of the ap- 
praiser appointei in a proceeding to deter- 
mine the tax to be imposed upon the trans- 
fer of tnis property, and determined that it 
was not liable to taxation under the laws 
relating to taxable transfers of property. 
The Appellate Division last November, on 
appeal by the Controller, reversed the de- 
cision of the Surrogate and affirmed the re- 
port of the appraiser, holding, in an opinion 
by Justice Hatch, that as the contingent re- 
mainders given to the next of kin of Angele 
“ruger could not ‘“‘ take effect in posses- 
sion or enjoyment”’ until the death of Eu- 
gene G. Cruger, the case as to them fell 
within the provisions of Subdivison 3 of 
Section 1 of the transfer tax law of 1892.

COVENANT AGAINST INCUMBRANCES.—After 
three trials, and as many reviews by the 
Appellate Division, in Brooklyn, on ap- 
peal, the Court of Appeals has finally put 
an end to the litigation involved in an ac- 
tion brought by May Charman against 
Charles A. Tatum, as executor, to deter- 
mine the scope of a restrictive. covenant 
affecting two parcels of land in Larch- 
mont, Westchester County, by affirming 


the judgment below, from which both sides 
had appealed. Mrs. Charman, in alleged 
ignorance that the land was subject to a 
stringent covenant, constructed a private 
Summer hotel upon it. It appeared that 
the hotel was constructed upon two par- 
cels of land, one of which was purchased 
by Mrs. Charman of Marie E. Hibbler, 
whose executor is the defendant. Each 
parcel was subject to a covenant forbid- 
ding its use for the sale of liquor under 
certain conditions. The Court holds that 
this did not relieve the executor of the 
grantor of one of the parcels, whose deed 
to the owner of the hotel contained a 
covenant against incumbrances, from the 
duty of defending, upon the request of the 
hotel owner, an action brought against the 
latter for a violation of the restrictive 
covenant. » The grantor having failed to 
comply with such .a request, the Court 
holds he was properly chargeable with the 
costs and counsel fees reasonably incurred 
by the hotel owner in defending the action, 
where it had resulted in an injunction re- 
straining her from violating the restrictive 
covenant against using the property to 
sell liquor. The amount recovered by Mrs. 
Charman was about $8,000.

| INSIDE FACTS ABOUT THE 


PAPERMAKERS’ TRUST 


Industrial Commission Hears the 
Testimony of an Expert. 








John Norris Says It Has Failed in 
Every Expectation it Held Out 
to the Public. 





Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—The Industrial 
Commission listened with great interest for 
two hours to-day, while John Norris, Busi- 
ness Manager of THE New YORK TIMBEs, 
described the origin, development, and op- 
erations of the International Paper Com- 
pany, and at the close of his speech and 
the discussion following it, he was thanked 


by Thomas W, Phillips, the Vice Chairman 
of the commission, for the contribution he 
had made to the information possessed by 
the commission. The attendance of the 
civilian members of the commission was 
quite full, there being present Andrew L. 


Harris, John M. Farquhar, Thomas W, 


Phillips, John L, Kennedy, Albert Clarke, 
Charles H. Litchman, D. A. Thompkins, 
and also Prof. Jenks of Cornel, the expert 
of the commission. As usual, none of the 
Congressional members attended. 

Mr, Chisholm, of the International Paper 


Company, who had been expected to be 


present, had deferred his appearance until 


a date in May, thus depriving the hearing 
of the controversial] interest it was expect- 
ead to possess. Mr. Norris devoted his at- 
tention especially to the International Pa- 


per Company, 
“T will assert,” he said, “that the In- 


ternational Paper Company has failed in 
every expectation it held out to the news- 
papers and to the public. The cost of 
manufacture is greater under consolidation 
than under individual ownership of the 
paper mills. The economies which were to 
be obtained under consolidated manage- 
ment have not been realized. The export 
trade has fallen off, or, at least, has not 
increased, though that was to be the strong 
feature of the consolidated companies’ ef- 
fort. The promised policy of an enlight- 
ened self-interest has been abandoned, and 
the net result to newspaper publishers 
has been an increase of over $4,800,000 per 
annum in the cost of news print paper.’ 

He placed the output of news print paper 
at $26,000,000 per year. Referring again to 
the promises of increased economy due to 
the consolication, Mr. Norris repeated that 
it had not been realized. As an instance, 
he said, the President of the consolida- 
tion is paid $50,000 a year, and manufact- 
urers’ salaries were increased from $7,500 
to $15,000. There also had been a vast ad- 
dition to the spruce lands owned by the 
company, the area secured in the United 
States bringing the aggregate up to 1,600 
square miles, while 2,000 square miles of 
this land are controlled in Canada. There 
had likewise been an increase in freight 
charges. 


THREE DOLLARS PER TON INCREASE. 


All told, he placed the enhancement of the 
ecst price of producing parer at $3 per 
ton. He knew of two newspapers which 
were paying an increase of $150,000 each 


annually on the paper used by them. 

Mr. Norris gave the daily output of news 
print paper at 2,055, of which the Interna- 
tional Company furnished 1,300 tons, while 
the mills of the company have a capacity 
of 1,576 tons per day, and said that there 
is a constant increase of producing ca- 
pacity outside that company, notwithstand- 
ing the boast of the International Com- 
pany that it owned all water powers and 
all available spruce lands. 

Mr. Norris attributed the recent increase 
in the price of paper to four causes, name- 
ly, to the Spanish-American war, the 
South African war, the drought of 1899 and 
1900, and the attempt of the International 
Company to monopolize the spruce land. 
To meet the last difficulty he suggested 
that trade relations with Canada should be 
promoted in order that the practically in- 
exhaustible pulp supply of that country 
might be drawn upon. ‘“ We should,” he 
said, ‘‘ adopt the plan which President Mc- 
Kinley has advocated, of remitting those 
taxes which experience has shown to be 
most burdensome to the industries of the 
people.”’ He asserted that the International 
Company had opposed Canadian reciprocity 
and that the result had been Canadian re- 
prisals. He advocated the removal of the 
duty on wood pulp. 

The witness said that ex-President Rus- 
sell was the only man who could have ef- 
fected the consolidation of all the paper 
mills and that the effort had cost him his 
life. He declared that many of the mills 
included in the combination were prac- 
tically worthless; many of them, he said, 
were located on exhausted water courses 
and adjacent to denuded forests. Of ninety- 
eight machines in the merger only forty- 
eight were of recent construction, and the 
company had been forced to expend $2,000,- 
000 to bring its machinery to a state of ef- 
ficiency. Yet not one new machine had 
been added in three years. ‘‘ One of the 
machines,”’ he said, ‘‘on which there was 
a capitalization of $35,000, had been run 
by Senator Warner Miller when a boy. 
“This extraordinary collection of junk,” 
he added, ‘‘ was merged with the other and 
more recent mills and upon practically the 
same terms of capitalization.” 

He said there recently had been an effort 
to unite the outside Eastern mills in a 
scheme to maintain prices. ‘*‘ While there 
is no positive evidence of collusion,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ publishers realize in some intangible 
way that the source of their supply has 
been predetermined for them and that the 
price they are to pay has been prear- 
ranged.” He said that the daily papers of 
New York had curtailed to the extent of 
eighty tons per week in consumption and 
that the Philadelphia papers had taken a 
similar step. There were, he said, more vio- 
lent fluctuations in the price of paper than 
prior to the consolidation, and some news- 
paper publishers pay. more for inferior a 
per than others pay for good paper. e 
also asserted that the paper companies 
were rapidly denuding the forests to their 
great injury. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION, 


Prof. Jenks conducted the examination 
that followed, which was'an effort to elab- 
orate the argument of Mr. Norris rather 
than to criticise or impair it. It was not 
until Mr. Clark of the commission took up 
the matter that the examination appeared 
for a short time to assume a political turn. 
Mr. Norris had suggested the removal of 
the 10 per cent. tax on wood pulp, and for 


the reason, chiefly, that to the extent that 
it affected the cost of paper, it was a tax 
upon intelligence and a limitation upon tue 
making of newspapers, the tax benefiting 
a few, and the removal of it promising to 
benefit many. 

Mr. Clarke asked directly whether the 
witness was a pr eseetionte’. or a free-trader, 
and pushed his inquiry to an extent that 
would have justified a reference to Rule 
10 of the commission if there had been 
anybody present who was disposed to en- 
force that rule. ie 

The rule referred to says that “ when par- 
tisan politics appear in question or testi- 
mony, the same shall, in accordance with 
the rule of the commission, be eliminated.”’ 

The questions of Mr. Clarke were directed 
to show that the removal of the tax on 
wood pulp would destroy the symmetry of 
the protective system, and that if wood 
plup was to be admitted free to give news- 
print paper to the papermakers at a lower 
rate, lumber, being another part of the 
wood schedule, should also be admitted at 
a lower rate. Mr. Norris had made it 

uite plain that one of the chief reasons 
or letting wood pulp in free was to use the 
vast and almest untouched forests of spruce 
in Canada and save the spruce forests of 
the United States, involving the loss of 
water storage and the accompanying 
drouths and other inconveniences resulting 
from forest destruction. 

Commissioner Kennedy put some ques- 
tions to Mr. Norris indicating that he ap- 
preciated the statement that cheap paper 
meant more employment to more printers, 
more presses, more ink, and more business 

enerally. The statement made by Mr. 

orris that the business of newspaper 
making employes about forty L xstaons where 
the making of paper employed one, greatly 
interested the commission. 


MR. LOOMIS’S SUCCESSOR. 


Post at Caracas Will Be Fitied by Trans- 
fer—Mr. Loomis Must Explain His 
Published Interviews. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—It is learned 
that there will be no original appointment 
to the post at Caracas, which is vacated 
by Minister Loomis. The State Department 
expects to transfer to that post some one 
of the United States Ministers now serving 


in another capital, but it cannot be ascer- 
tained whether the selection has been made. 

The various interviews ascribed to Minis- 
ter Loomis at San Juan have attracted 
much attention here, and e Minister 
probably will be asked to explain some of 
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his utterances if he is not able to enter a 
broad denial of the accuracy of the inter- 
views. Reflections upon the personal char- 
acter of the President of Venezuela‘are not 
regarded as proper according to official 
etiquette, and it is confidently hoped that 
the Minister will be able to repudiate these. 





Warships Will Not Go to Venezuela. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—The Navy De- 
partment announced to-day that the North 
Atlantic Squadron, now at Culebra Island, 


is due to arrive at Hampton Roads on the 
23d or 24th inst. This serves to set at rest 
the rumors to the effect that the squadron 
Is to be dispatched to Venezuelan waters. 


FOR A NEW CANAL TREATY. 


Negotiations Between the United States 
and Great Britain Have Been 


Again Begun. 

LONDON, April 18.—Negotiations in re- 
gard to the Hay-Pauncefote abrogation of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty are progressing, 
though they have not yet passed the tenta- 


live stage, 


A representative of The Associated Press 
has been informed that the negotiations 
are being conducted on a quid pro quo 
basis, and that no other method of abroga- 
tion would be considered by the British 
Gcver1,ment.

Mr. Oppenheim Authority for the State- 
ment that He Will Settle 
Every Claim. 





According to B. Gerson Oppenheim, @ 
lawyer, who has just returned from the 
City of Mexico, the many creditors of Lewis 
G. Tewksbury are to be made more than 
happy. They are not only to get the full 
amount of their claims, but are also to re- 
ceive interest. Tewksbury left claims ag- 
gregating over $600,000 behind him when 
he disappeared. 

Mr. Tewksbury was the promoter of the 
firm of L, G. Tewksbury & Co,, which was 


supposed to do a brokerage and banking 
business. On July 3 last he had his clerk 
draw $5,000 from a bank for him, and he 
left the city, saying that he was going to 
Chicago to settle up a mining claim. He 
did go to Chicago, but he never came back 
to New York. 


The story of Mr, Tewksbury's intention 


to settle all claims, as told by Mr. Oppen- 
heim, is as follows: 

“‘“Among the creditors of Mr. Tewksbury 
was W. B. Johnson, who had a claim for 
$15,000. This claim was placed in my hands 
for collection. We could find no trace of 


Tewksbury, although we succeeded in at- 


taching a small amount of property he 


still had here, Early this Winter a lady 
who was visiting in the City of Mexico 
recognized a man she saw there as Tewks- 
bury. IL heard of this, and made an inves- 
tigation, which resulted in my finding out 
that under the name of Loujs Thorne he 


was doing business as The Supply, Con- 
tracting and Decorating Company. 

“‘I entered into correspondence with him 
in regard to our claim, and he asked me 
to come to Mexico and he would settle. I 
went there with instructions to take $5,000, 
if I could get no more. I went to Tewks- 
bury's place and found that he had ele- 
gant offices and was doing a good busi- 
ness. 

“TI told him we would take $10,000 for 
our claim, and he replied, ‘No, I won't 
pay that.’ I thought that he meant that 

e would not give that amount, so I said 
to him, ‘ Well, what will you settle for?’ 
His reply surprised me. He said, ‘I will 
give you the full amount. I want to set- 
tle every honest claim against me in full,’ 
He at once gave me the $15,000 in cash. 

“We had a long talk about business mat- 
ters, and he finally suggested that as I 
had our claim collected, I should act as 
his counsel here in New York and arrange 
.. settlement of the other claims against 
iim. 

‘* He told me that a number of his friends 
had advised him to go into penkrante? and 
thus avoid paying his creditors, but that 
he had refused to do so because he wanted 
to settle all just debts in full, with interest. 
Before I came away it was agreed that I 
should look after his interests. I noW have 
his books in my office and shall try to 
straighten out the accounts. In a few 
days I shall advertise for all creditors to 
submit their claims to me.” 

“Mr, Tewksbury has sold out his busi- 
ness in the City of Mexico at a good fig- 
ure and has gone to South America, where 
he is interested in a ae deal, out of 
which he will make several hundred thou- 
sand dollars."’ 

Mr. Oppenheim was asked: 

‘“*How soon do you expect to settle the 
claims?”’ = 

“Just as soon as we can get the claims 
in and proved,.”’ 

“Does Mr. Tewksbury depend on his 
South American mining venture to raise 
the money to settle the claims? "’ y 

*T don’t know, but I hardly think so,” 

‘“‘How will the claims be settled? ’’ 

‘They will be settled in cash and in full, 
with interest. No notes will be given.”’

Harry Arnold Appealed to Prospective 
Mother-in-Law, Who Lent Her Aid.

RELIGIOUSNEWS AND VIEWS. 


Work of the Methodist Confer- 
ences in Near-By Districts. 








Consecration of the Lutheran Church 
ef the Advent—Scotch Presby- 
terian Church’s Anniversary. 


There are indications of trouble ahead 
for the members of the New York East 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, now holding sessions at the Han- 
6on Place Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Brooklyn, in the matter of appointments 
and transfers.: A prominent member of 
the conference said yesterday that the 
* shake-up ’’ impending would be the great- 
est in the history of the conference and 
that a great many ministers would neces- 
sarily be disappointed. There are 252 men 
awaiting pastorates, and it is pretty gen- 
erally considered that there will not be a 
sufficient number of places for them. 

There are three candidates for the ‘office 
of Presiding Elder of the New Haven dis- 
trict, which will be made vacant by the 
appointment of Dr. John E. Adams to 
Roseville, N. J., in the Newark Confer- 
ence. They are the Rev. J. Wesley John- 
ston, now of Meriden, Conn.; the Rev. A. 
B. Sanford, assistant editor of The Meth- 
odist Review, and the Rev. L. R. Streeter, 
now at South Norwalk, Conn. 

At the third session of the conference, 
held yesterday, the Rev. John E. Adams, 
Presiding Elder of the New Haven Dis- 
trict, presented a letter from the Rev. C. 
3H. Buck, now in India, who asked that he 
might receive a nominal appointment again 
this year. Bishop FitzGerald said that it 
would be impossible to comply, ap a rule 
had been adopted, forbidding the practice. 
Dr. Adams thereupon moved that Dr. Buck 
might have a supernumerary relation, and 
this was carried. 

The Rev. D. N. Griffin of St. Andrew’s 
Church, New Haven, caused some debate 
by presenting to the conference a set of 
resolutions to be sent to the General As- 
sembly of Connecticut, protesting against 
the proposed change in a law of the State 
which provides for the instruction of chil- 
dren in the public schools with regard to 
the influence of stimulants and narcotics 
on the human system. Dr. Griffin said that 


the objections to the proposed change were 
that the pupils in the primary grades and 
in the high schools were not to be included 
in the system of instruction. : : 

Prof. W. N. Rice of Wesleyan University 
spuewe the resolutions and said that the 
change was absolutely necessary. He said: 

‘“‘The substitute came from the teachers 
themselves. They hold, and rightly, that 
the younger children should not be_har- 
rowed by the pathological. details of the 
effects of alcohol and narcotics on the 
stomach and liver.’’ 

Bishop E.. G. Andrews of New York City 
was at this point introduced to the Confer- 
ence and presided for a short time. 

Dr. S. L. Baldwin, Recording Secretary of 
the Missionary Society, presented a report 
showing that the receipts of the society 
amounted to $1,332,829; the receipts of the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, $414,- 
531, and of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
coco, $240,508, making a total of $1,987,- 
868. he disbursements for foreign mis- 
eae $1,173,582, and for home missions 

tivo, i. 

The Rev. E. A. Noble, Resident Superin- 
tendent of the Methodist Episcopal Hos- 
pital, addressed the session. On motion of 
the Board of Trustees the Conference elect- 
ed Dr. Noble General Superintendent of the 
hospital, in place of the Rev. J. 8. Breckin- 
ridge, who died during the year. 

At.the afternoon session Mrs. C. H. Car- 
hart, Corresponding Secretary of the Wo- 
man’s Home Missionary Society, addressed 
the session. She showed that the National 
Society had expended $260,000, besides send- 
ing $73,000 werth of supplies to needy min- 
isters. on the frontier. 

In the evening a reception and dinner 
were ry by the Epworth League to the 
mney. J. F. Berry, the editior of The League 
Herald, at the Hotel St. George. 

At the Hanson Place Church the Rey, C. 
M. Boswell appeared in place of the Rev. 
James M. King, who was expected to speak. 
Dr. Boswell made an appeal for subscrip- 
tions to the Church Extension Fund. Five 
persons subscribed $1,250 for the building 
of churches. 

At the Fleet Street Church Mrs. Ella A. 
Boole made an address. 


BISHOP GOODSELL’S WARNING. 


His Reference to the Keller Case 
Addressing Clergy at the New 
York Conference. 

YONKERS, N. Y., April 12.4At to-day’s 
session of the New York Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at this place 
Bishop Goodsell in his sermon, preached 
especially to the clergy as to their method 
of conducting their churches and their gen- 
€ral pastoral work, took occasion to caution 
them against dragging politics into their 
pulpits. He said they should deal with 
principles, and not parties. 

Bishop Goodsell produced something of a 
sensation when he indirectly referred to 
the case of the Rev. Mr. Keller at Arling- 
ton, N. J., while pointing out to the clergy 
their duties in making pastoral visits. The 
Bishop said that the events “in a scandal 
in a neighboring town ”’ in which a minister 
was involved had induced him to especially 
ask this question, ‘‘Has any man who 
has gone in the Master's spirit and in the 
Master's way ever brought scandal on a 
home?” 

‘* No, no, no,’’ came from the clergy all 
over the room. 

“It’s only when a man forgets,’’ contin- 
ued the Bishop, “ his holy calling, going to 
see what he can see and learn in the 
devil’s spirit that he sees evil and falls.” 

The Bishop, in further cautioning the 
clergy in their —s work, said they 
should keep the Master’s spirit uppermost, 
so that when evil persons said evil things 
they would rebound and no one would be- 
lieve them.

THE NEWARK CONFERENCE. 


Discussion of the Effect of the Aboli- 
tion of Time-Limit Pastorates. 


The forty-fourth annual session of the 
Newark Conference of the’ Methodist 
Church was continued at the First Meth- 
odist Church, Hoboken, yesterday. After 
some discussion, the Rev. W. H. McCor- 
mick of Dover, who is without a charge, 
‘was appointed as a preacher. Mr. McCor- 
mick said he was the first minister who 
served over the time limit before it was 
abolished. He had finished his sixth term 
in Dover and hoped soon to begin his sev- 
enth term there. He is the Temperance 
Agent of the Newark Conference. 

The Rey. George W. Trent, the Rev. 
John W. Barnett, and the Rey. S. L. Bow- 
man were transferred from the supernu- 
merary to the superannuated list. The 
Rev. R. B. Lockwood, the Rev. W. H. 
Russell, the Rey. T, J. Tomlinson, and 
the Rev. R. F, Bayliss were transferred 
from the active to the supernumerary list. 

The Rev. C. W. McCormick, President of 
the Centenary Collegiate Institute at Hack- 
ettstown, and George J. Ferry, Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees, made addresses 
in behalf of the seminary, urging the con- 
ference to support it liberally. The Rev. 
Dr. Spellmeyer read the réport of the 
Board of Trustees, showing what had been 
done in reconstructing the buildings de- 
roe by fire a year ago. 

pa st August,”’ the report says, “it was 
found that the new buildings planned could 

be erected, without heating, lighting, or 

furnishing, for about $150,000. 

“On Oct. 1, 1900, when it appeared that 
the insurance in hand and the uncondi- 
tional subscriptions aggregated $160,000 at

To the church at large, he said, it would 
prove another matter, He thought there 
was grave doubt about the new system be- 
ing better than the old one. 

A general discussion on thé subject fol- 
lowed, the weight of opinion being that 
the new system should not be condemned 
until it had had a fair trial. 

The other questions discussed were these: 
“ Probationers—Do they receive proper 
care in accordance with the provisions of 
discipline?’’ “Is the gift of pubic pee er 
being lost? If so, why?” ‘The Sunday 
school—the Church at study—why not? 
‘The Epworth League—beneficial or det- 
rimental.”’ ‘‘Can the method of electing 
stewards be helpful to our local churches?”

Description of the Evangelical 
eran Church of the Advent. 


The fine new building of the Evangelical 
Tutheran Church of the Advent, at the 
northeast corner of Broadway and Ninety- 
third Street, will be consecrated to-morrow 
morning by the pastor, the Rev. Dr. G, F. 
Krotel, who, though far past the allotted 
three score years and ten, built up a flour- 
ishing congregation on the Upper West 
Side, and in a very few years has suc- 
eceded in crowning his labors by the com- 
pletion of a handsome church edifice. 

Just thirty-three years to-morrow, or on 
the first Sunday after Easter, 1868, Dr. 
Krotel began his work in this city, as first 
pastor and inaugurator of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of the Holy Trinity, in 
West Twenty-first Street, between Fifth 


and Sixth Avenues. Previous to that time 
there had been only one English Lutheran 
Church in this city. Under his ministry 
the comgregation acquired this property, 
which is now worth a quarter of a million 
dollars. 

Prominent among those who have made 
the erection of the new church _ possible 
are Mr. and Mrs. O. P. Zollikoffer, Mr. 
and Mrs. BE. Weiskotten, Herman W. 
Hoops, Mrs. M. Groh, Mrs. John BE. Seltzer, 
Mr. and Mrs, August Eckel, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jacob H. Forshay, and Mr. and Mfrs. 
StrahImann. To Mrs. O. F. Zollikoffer, 
however, more than to any other person, 
belongs the credit of having pushed the 
new enterprise to a speedy and successful 
end. : 

The architect of the church is William A. 
Potter, a brother of Bishop Potter. The 
church is built of red and black brick, 
with trimmings of Indiana_ limestone, in 
a style of modern English Gothic, tne de- 
tails of which are picturesquely. treated. 

One of the women members of the con- 
gregation has contracted with a well- 
known organ builder to put in a fine new 
organ as a smorial, and this is to be 
ready on May 1. 


A CHURCH ANNIVERSARY. 


The Scotch Presbyterian’s 145 Years of 


Usefulness. 

Anniversary exercises in commemoration 
of its 145 years of usefulness will be held 
by the Scotch Presbyterian Church, Cen- 
tral Park West and Ninety-sixth street, 
next week. There will be services to- 
morrow, Wednesday, and Thursday even- 
ings, and three times on the following 
Sunday. On Friday evening a reception is 
to be tendered by the congregation to the 
Rev, Dr. Wylie, who has been the church’s 
pastor for ten years, and after the recep- 
tion there will be a social meeting, with ad- 
dresses by the Rev. Drs. McCready, Shaw, 
Chapman, and Young. 

This church, twenty years before the 
Revolutionary War began, was established 
in Cedar Street, where its edifice was used 
by the Hessian soldiers sent over to this 
country by George III. The building suf- 
fered much as a result, and in 1774 sub- 
scriptions were given by citizens to have 
the damage done by the soldiers repaired. 
The first pastor was the Rev. Dr. John 
Muson, who left his congregation to be a 
Chaplain in the Revolutionary Army. His 
son was the second pastor, the famous 
Dr. John M. Mason, founder of the Co- 
lumbia Grammar School, and for some 
years Provost of Columbia College. He 
jater in his life became President of Dick- 
enson College, in Pennsylvania. 

Since then the church has several times 
changed its location: First it was removed 
to the corner of Crosby and Grand Streets, 
and afterward to Fourteenth Strect, be- 
tween Fifth and Sixth Avenues. In 1892 
the latter property was sold, and land at 
Central Park West, between Ninety-fifth 
and Ninety-sixth Streets, was bought. In 
all the 145 years the church has had only 
six pastors. It*has had a-parish school 
for more than 100 years. As far as has 
been recorded, it has given away alto- 
gether nearly $1,500,000.

SUBJECT—The walk to Emmaus.—Luke, 
xxiv., 13-35. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Did not our heart burn 
within us, while He talked with us by 
the way ?—Luke, xxiv., 32 





It is very evident that on the third day 
after the Crucifixion as many of Jesus’ 
disciples as possibly could gathered them- 
selves together in some convenient place 
for conference, sympathy, and strength. 
The Sabbath was passed and they had now 
entered upon another week of contact with 
the world. They must have been in great 


perplexity. Their Master was gone and 
they were like helpless sheep without a 
shepherd. More than that, they were like 


helpless sheep in the midst of wolves, for 
what was to prevent those who had put 
their Master to death from laying violent 
hands upon them? So they were not only 
filled with perplexity, but with fear. _ 
When they met together they met in se- 
cret and—‘‘for fear of the Jews "'—were 
very careful to see that “the doors were 
shut where” they ‘‘ were assembled.” (John, 
xx., 19.) How many met together on that 
“third day’ we are not told, but it is evi- 
dent that the number was not confined to 
the Apostles. For among them were these 
two men of Emmaus and‘several women, 
and if these, probably many others. In 
fact, it is not unlikely that the greater part 


of the “one hundred and twenty’’ spoken 
of in Acts, L, 15, were present some time 
during the day, if not most of the time. 

As we have already seen, very early that 
morning: four of their number—four women 
—left the company bearing ‘‘ sweet spices 
that they might anoint "’ the body of Jesus. 
Probably all of the rest contributed as they 
were able to purchase this token of loving 
remembrance. Finding that the stone which 
closed the mouth of the sepulchre had been 
rolled away, Mary Magdalene hurried back 
to report the fact. Before reaching the 
place of assembly she was probably joined 
by other women who were also on their 
way thither. To them she told her story, 
and as they entered the room together, 
with one voice they all told it to those who 
were present. In their excitement and ef- 
fort to understand it, it is not at all im- 
probable that they claimed that some one 
“had seen a vision of angels, which said 
that He was alive.”’ (v., 23.) 


“HIM THEY SAW NOT.” 


As secon as Mary Magdalene and her 
con panions had made their report, Peter 
and John, as we saw last week, ran to the 
sepulchre to see for themselves if it was 
really true that it was open and empty. 
Mary probably lingered for awhile, until the 
whole comrpany had been assured of the 


faci, and then she returned to the sepul- 
chre, Soon after she left, Peter and John 
came back and reported that they had 
“found it even so as the women had suid, 
but Him they saw not.” <v. 24.) 

It was at this juncture that the incident 
now demanding our attention took place. 
It is recorded in full by only one. of the 
evangelists—St, Luke. he only other ref- 
erence to it in the Gospels is that given by 
St. Mark, who simply says that “He ap- 
peared in another form unto two of them 
as they walked and went into the country.”’ 


(xvi., 12.) By “another form” is undoubt- 
ediy meant “in another manner or way,”’ 
and not in or With, a different hoatiy shepe 
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or appecrance. The revelation was made 
under different circumstances, and theie- 
tcre il was made in a different manner. 

It was probably about noon or a little 
later that era and his companion left 
{ne company of the disciples to return to 
their home, ‘This was in a “ village called 
fmmaus, which was from Jerusalem about 
‘hreescore furlongs.”” (v. 13.) It has never 
been satisfactorily identified with any mod- 
ern town or village. But it is evident that 
't could be easily reached by a walk of 4 
few hours, 

As + tk journeyed it is not difficult to 
ealize their state of mind. In common 
with the great body of the disciples, thcy 
hed been firmly convinced that Jesus wouid 
set up His throne in their midst at that 
Passover Feast. So, they “ trusted that it 
tad been He which should have redeemed 
Israel.’ (vy. 21.) It is not unlikely that 
they were in that glad throng that only 
about a week before welcomed Him into 
Jerusalem with shouts of ‘‘ Hosanna to the 
Son of David.’’ They had probably also 
seen Him cleanse the Temple from its 
unholy traffic, and hearing His matchless 
teaching which utter! confounded the 
sephistries of the Scribes and Pharisees, 
they belieyed that He would not only re- 
store civil liberty to the people, but that 
We would inaugurate many needed social, 
moral, and religious reforms. 

But within a few days all of. these ex- 
pectations had been suddenly blasted. Their 
leading men, instead of welcoming Him as 
the long-expected Messiah—‘‘ the Son of 
David ’’—and lending their influence to es- 
tablish Him upon the throne, had strangely 
turned against Him. They had actually 
joined hands with the Roman Governor and 
secured his aid to destroy Him. So they 
had succeeded in nailing Him to the Ro- 
man Cross, and these two men had them- 
selves seen their beloved Lord and Master 
put to death and buried. Thus all of their 
fond hopes for Israel’s deliverance had been 
utterly crushed. 

To add to their perplexity, that day some 
of their own number had startled them 
with the assurance that He was not in the 
tomb where they had seen Him _ buried. 
What could it all mean? They could not un- 
derstand it. Troubled and grieved as they 
walked along, they reminded each other, 
over and over again, of every event as it 
had happened. : 

They spake of Him they loved, of Him whose life 
Though blameiess, had incurred perpetual strife. 
Whose deeds had left—in spite of hostile arts— 

A deep memorial graven on their hearts. 

The recollection—like a vein of gold— 

The farther traced, enriched them still the more, 


They a Him-,and they justly thought Him 
—One 
Sent to do more than He appeared to have done; 
To exalt a people, and to place them high 
Above all else, and wondered He should die. 
—Cowper. 


THEIR REASON FAILED THEM. 


So they undertook to understand the 
ordering of God's providences, and the 
riches of His grace, by human reason- 
ing. No wonder that they could not reach 
a satisfactory result. The more they talked 
and argued on this basis, the more the mat- 


ter became involved in mystery and con- 
fusion. There have been many since then, 
both among God’s children and among 
those who are not, who have made the 
same great mistake. For ‘‘ canst thou by 
searching find out God?” (Job, xi., 7.) 

As they thus ‘‘communed together and 
reasoned,”’ v Xv.,) a fellow traveler joined 
them, Tc all appearances, He was the same 
as many another whom they passed, or 
with whom they had walked, on the road, 
His dress, and manner, and speech, were 
all the same, and His salutation was kindly 
and courteous as He asked—"‘ What manner 
of communicaiions are these that ye have 
Swe as ye walk, and are sad?”’ 
(v. 16. 

To the two friends, this question from a 
stranger, was-a surprise, but not an in- 
trusion. The recent events had been to 
them of such vast importance, that they 
supposed every other mind and heart must 
be as much filled with them as their own, 
{In fact-—to their mind—no other subject 
Was worthy of thought. For to them, the 
Crucifixion of their Lord was the one thing 
that had happened, not only in Jerusalem, 
but in all the world. So with unfeignéd as- 
tonishment, ‘“‘one of them—whose name 
was Cleopas—answering, said unto Him— 
Art Thou only a stranger in Jerusalem, 
and hast not known the things which are 


come to pass in these sare? "  &. BBD 
‘““What things?”’ said He. 
“And they said unto Him, Concerning 


Jesus of Nazureth, which was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word before God, and 
all the people.” 

Then they went on to tell Him all of the 
facts which we have recently considered, 
aoe, NORE attentively, and then replied 
sadly: 

“© fools, and slow of heart, to believe all 
that the prophets have spoken! Ought not 
Christ to have suffered these things, and 
to enter into His glory? And beginning at 
Moses and all the prophets, He expounded 
unto them in all the Scriptures the things 


concerning Himself.’’. (Vv. 25-27. 
When e_ first addressed them they 


looked upon Him not only as “a stranger, 
but as_a very ignorant and unobserving 
one. For the things which had come to 
pass in the last few days were too noto- 
rious not to be the very first things which 
would come to the knowledge of ever 
stranger entering the city. He should, 
therefore, have expected that there would 
be but one subject on the lips of every one 
He might chance to meet. 

But hen He opened the Scriptures to 
them, then they saw that they were the 
ignorant ones, and not He. All of their 
lives they had had these Scriptures in their 
hands, and yet they had not understood 
them. And now they had no thought at all 
of turning to them for a solution of the 
strange things that had happened around 
them. For they as little realized, as many 
in our own day do, that without the Script- 
ures all of the events of individual and na- 
tional history are inscrutable enigmas. 

And the reason probably is—especially in 
our own day—that the Scriptures are looked 
upon as primarily a book of rules for con- 
duct among men, rather than as a revela- 
tion of the grace of God toward sinners, 
little realizing that no conduct of a rebel 
can be acceptable to the Governfment 
against which he is in rebellion. So'men 
search the Scriptures to see what they have 
to say concerning themselves, and to find 
directions for daily Nfe, rather than to see 
what they have to aay. concerning Jesus 
Christ, .and to find in Him “ wisdom, 4nd 
righteousness, and sanctification, and re- 
demption.”’ (First Corinthians, i., 30.5 They 
think, as our Lord said, that in them they 
have ‘ eternal life,’’ but they forget that it 
is only because—as He added—‘ they are 
they which testify of Me.’’ (John, v., 39.) 
So when He taught the disciples, ‘‘ begin- 
ning at Moses and all the prophets, He ex- 
pounded unto thé™ in all the Scriptures the 
things concerning Himself—that repentance 
and the remission of sins should be 
preached in His name among all nations.” 
(Luke, xxiv., 27-47.) 


THEIR HEARTS ENLIGHTENED, 


When He began thus to explain the 
Scripture, however, what a change! At 
once, everything was flooded with light, 
and their hearts began to burn within them. 
The old familiar sayings of Moses and 
the prophets, which had heretofore ap- 
peared to be but dry husks, now became 
quickened into life, and beauty, and 


strength. How such an explanation re- 
bukes and sTlences those who see no Gospel 
in the Pentateuch, or in the Histories, or in 
the Psalms, or in the Prophets of the Old 
Testament! Jesus says that they are full 
of ‘‘the’ things concerning Himself.” 
(v. 27.) When these men talked with each 
other and ‘‘ reasoned’ all was obscure and 
unsatisfactory. But when they talked with 
Him and ‘‘reasoned,’’ the darkness fled 
away. Then they walked in the light. 

As yet, however, He, Himself, was only a 
stranger to them—merely a fellow traveler 
on the road, and like them, probably, jour- 
neying to His home. All of His matchless 
interpretation of Scripture to them had not 
enabled them to know Him. So they jour- 
neyed on aseoret in His instructions un- 
til they reached their home. Then it was 
near the close of — and they constrained 
Him to sit down with them at their even- 
ing meal. But when they sat down a great 
change took place. They had opened their 
door, and He had come in to sup with 
them; but behold, th supped with Him! 
(Rev. 3: 20.) For “ tte took bread, and 
eens it, and brake, and gave to them.” 
v. 30. ‘ 

It was an old familiar act, not a repeti- 
tion or even a reminder of that scene in 
the upper room when the Lord’s Supper 
was instituted. For they were not present 
at that scene; only ‘the twelve were 
there. But Jesus had often, propebly, sat 
with them, and they with im, in just 
such friendly intercourse as they were then 
entoy ne. And now He chose the old fa- 
miliar scene to make himself known to 
them, just as He had chosen the old fa- 
millar voice to make Himself known to 
Mary. When her ears were opened, she 
knew Him, and fell at His feet. When their 
eyes were Opened, they also knew Him, 
and believed. Then the Scriptures He had 
mete clear to them strengthened their 
aith. ; 

But no one who has personally seen 
Jesus as a risen and loving Saviour can 
rest in selfish possession of the great joy. 
He must tell others. So, although the 
night was fast closing in, these two men 
‘“‘rese up that same hour and returned to 
Jerusalem.” (v. 33.) They found the apos- 
tles and other disciples still gathered to- 
gether, and more than ever filled with 
excitement and perplexity. 

For after they had left, at or about 
noon, to return to Hmmaus, Mary Magda- 
lene and her three companions had come 
in with the report that they had actually 
seen and talked with Jesus—she at the 
tomb, and they in the way. Soon after 
also, Peter had come in with the story o 
his interview with his Master. No wonder 
that they~found tne whole. company 































wrought up to a most intense pitch of 
ee The news was too marvelous to 
be belleved, too good to be true. And now 
these two men came, “and they told what 
vues were done in the way, and how He 
was known of them in breaking of bread." 
(v. 35.) We can well imagine how their 
report must have strengthened the five 
who had aepn, their Master, and have added 
to the perplexity of those who had not. 

But this was all the effect produced, 
Notwithstanding the earnestness of those 
who made these reports, notwithstanding 
the proofs which they gave, notwithstand- 
ing the emphasis with which they repeated 
their experiences, no one believed that 
Jesus was actually alive again, but these 
seven to whom He had ey revealed 
Himself. But those who had seen Him 
were filled with joy and peace, and a con- 
icone? which “nothing could shake. So it 
s yet.

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ARE THEY FRIENDS OR FOES OF THE 
CANALS ? 


By what arguments do the advocates of 
the $26,000,000 canal bill hope to per- 
suade the people of the State to accept 
their makeshift plans and authorize the 
expenditure? They must see, for it is as 
plain as noonday, that when to the ha- 


bitual reluctance of the rural counties to 


vote money for the canals is added the 
organized opposition of the commercial 
bodies of the cities, the makeshift will 
surely be rejected at the polls. It is 


doomed to defeat, and the intelligent 


friends of the canals who have made the 


greatest sacrifices for the preservation 
and development of the system will lead 
the fight against it. 


This at once raises the question of the 
sincerity of the sponsors of this wretched 
measure. Is it their purpose to save the 
canals by spending $26,000,000? Or are 
there those among them who secretly 
desire the destruction of the waterways, 
and have chosen this way to compass 
that end? If this bill passes and the 
people refuse to authorize the bond issue, 
as they most certainly will, the task of 
educating and arousing public sentiment 
to the point of approving the adequate 
Plan of improvement recommended by 
the Greene commission would be made 
exceedingly difficult if not impossible. 

Why pass a bill that is repudiated and 
denounced by its intended beneficiaries? 
Why submit this question to the people 
in a form that makes their refusal cer- 
tain? 

The defenders of the Senate bill pro- 
fess to fear that the voters would never 
authorize the expenditure of so great a 
sum as $62,000,000. The voters would, 
indeed, refuse to let $26,000,000 of the 
State’s money be spent on the nine-foot 
improvement, for they have been ad- 
vised by the best authorities that the 
money would be wasted. But what war- 
rant is there for the assertion that the 
State will refuse to authorize an expend- 
iture that will demonstrably add to its 
wealth, augment its trade, and assure 
its commercial supremacy? The main 
question is not, what will the 1,000-ton 
barge canal cost, but what return will it 
make on the investment? 

When the Erie Canal was built its cost 
Was equal to 3 per cent. of the entire as- 
sessed valuation of the State. The cost 
of the $62,000,000 improvement would 
amount to only 1.3 per cent. of the as- 
sessed valuation for 1898. A canal of 
that capacity would carry 20,000,000 tons 
of freight per annum, at rates that, on 
that tonnage, would amount to a saving 
of nearly $18,000,000 a year as compared 
with the lowest rail rate ever made for 
transportation from Buffalo to New 
York. The people will have no fear or 
hesitation on the ground of cost if the 
certainty of an ample return is demon- 
strated. And the rural counties will not 
be burdened by the expenditure. Eighty 
per cent. of the whole cost of the im- 
provement will be paid by the cities. 

The right way to improve the canal 
has been demonstrated. The wrong way 
has been adopted at Albany, and it is 
persisted in against protest and proof 
with a stubbornness that awakens curi- 
osity as well as indignation. Who is 
“behind ”’ the Senate bill, and what are 
the actuating motives? 





THE WORK OF THE FIFTEEN. 

The first report of the Committee of 
Fifteen shows in a sensible and business- 
like manner that the work of the com- 
mittee is proceeding on right lines and 
with satisfactory and promising results. 

The prime object of the committee was 
inquiry and ascertainment of the facts. 
This has been undertaken systematical- 
ly, patiently, and with proper care. The 
most obvious point as to which informa- 
tion was to be sought was the connection 
between the vice and lawlessness which 
was notorious and the authorities whose 
duty it is to enforce the laws. While it 
is not practicable at the present time for 
the committee to give in detail all the 
results of its work in this direction, one 
inference from what it has done is direct 
and overwhelming. By its investigations 
and by the steps that it has taken toward 
the exposure and suppression of the more 
open gambling resorts “the gambling 
business, threatened and interrupted, has 
ceased at this time to be profitable in the 
City of New York either to those directly 
engaged in it or to those who indirectly 
derive from it a large share of their rev- 
enue.” Of course, this could have been 
aceomplished at any previois time much 
more readily by the authorities. The 
sole reason why it was not done is plain. 

Concerning what is known as the so- 
elal evil, the committee reports that it 
fe engaged in a careful study of the 
conditions in this and in other large cit- 
fes, and while it does not believe that it 
will be well to make “any violent at- 
tempt to suppress the evil,” it hopes to

“present such information and recom- 
mendations as shall enable the commu- 
nity to face the situation frankly and to 
deal with it conservatively and wisely.” 
This is in the right spirit. Meanwhile 
the committee is persuaded that as 
soon as the-legislation recommended by 
the Tenement House Commission is en- 
acted, it will be possible largely to elim- 
inate prostitution from tenement houses 
—the one most revolting and polluting 
evi} that has been fostered, protected, 
and licensed by the authorities. 

The assurance that the committee gives 
that its work is directed not toward the 
reform of men but toward the improve- 
ment of conditions will be received with 
cordial approval by all who understand 
the difficulties that have heretofore sur- 
rounded the efforts toward real amelio- 
ration in this city. Equally gratifying is 
the fact that there is nothing in the work 
of the committee partisan or political in 
purpose, Mayor Van Wyck, by the vigor 
with which he denounces everything 
with which the Chairman of the com- 
mittee has to do, apparently does not 
take the same view of the effect of its 
work. But with that the committee 
has nothing to do. If it exposeds.an 


alliance of men in office with’ the viola- 


tors of the laws, it is not its fault 
if the men implicated happen to belong 
to the organization of the party in pow- 
er. It is their guilt and not their par- 
tisan connections which the committee 


deals with. If Tammany police officials 


or Tammany leaders are selling protec- 
tion to vice, it is the outrage on the peo- 
ple which the committee aims to bring to 
light. It is for Tammany to deal with its 


own members, and according as it deals 


with them will be its accounting with 


the people at the polls. The committee 
is engaged in turning on the light. It is 
only those whose deeds are evil who love 


darkness better than light.

FRANCE, ITALY, AND RUSSIA. 


The skill and good sense of President 
Lovusset and M. Dre.LcassE have brought 
the incident at Toulon to a happy close, 
and in this they have been aided by the 
display of like qualities on the part of 
the representative of Italy, the Duke of 
GENOA, commanding the Italian fleet, 
and by the Russian Government. Nev- 
ertheless, the little break, or threat of 
break, at the start has not been without 
its use. Whether the order for the Rus- 
sian ships ta, leave Toulon was really a 
mistake, or whether its motive was really 
the professed desire to leave the French 
and Italians more at their ease, or 
whether it was a slight which it was 
thought prudent to disavow and remedy, 
the fact remains that it was accepted by 
the French people as a slight, was 
promptly resented, and.was as promptly 
adjusted. That is something that has 
not happened since the Russian alliance 
was entered on, and something that 
hardly could have happened even two 
years ago. 

It was made possible, in great part, by 
the rapprochement with Italy. So long 
as the feeling between Italy and France 
remained one of constraint and irrita- 
tion, France was compelled to rely on 
the closeness of her alliance with her 
enly avowed friend in Europe. The 
measure of her increased friendliness 
with Italy is the distinct measure of her 
increased independence of Russia. Such 
a change in her situation is of the great- 
est importance and value to her. While 
it has been taking place, another change 
in the same direction, not so well defined 
but even more significant and profitable, 
has occurred’in the genéfal temper of 
France and Germany. So far as a good 
understanding with these two Govern- 
ments can be established and strength- 
ened, France finds her frontiers rendered 
more safe, 

Meanwhile, it is further to be noted 
that the drawing together of France and 
Italy, tends toward a better feeling be- 
tween France and England, with whom 
the relation of Italy is one of long-stand- 
ing and intimate amity. In short, it now 
appears as if the harassing network of 
difficulty and irritation which has so 
long surrounded France in her relations 
with the other Powers were in the proc- 
ecs of removal. That it may be removed 
completely and that her people may have 
the best possible conditions in which to 
develop their institutions and reap the 
reward of their industry anid patient 





courage must be the cordial wish of all” 


right-minded Americans. 








THE WHEAT CROP OUTLOOK. 


The preliminary crop report issued by 
the Department-of Agriculture as of 
April 1 makes a very satisfactory show- 
ing of the outlook as to Winter wheat. 
Until the report of May 10 is compiled, 
however, we shall not know what to ex- 
pect of the Spring wheat planting, nor 
as to Winter wheat what allowance from 
the estimated yield of the acreage plant- 
ed should be made for late frosts, heavy 
Spring rains, the Hessian fly, which is 
said to be much in evidence this year, 
and other normal or abnormal discour- 
agements to the farmer which cannot 
safely be calculated by the breadstuffs 
statisticians as definitely measurable so 
early in the year. As it now appears, the 
average condition of Winter wheat is 
better than at any corresponding date 
since 1891, which was a year of excep- 
tional productiveness. It is materially 
better than at this time last year, the 
comparison of general averages being 
91.7 for this year as against 82.1 for last 
year and 82.9 as the mean average of the 
past ten years. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose, therefore, that nothing will happen 
to make the net yield of Winter wheat 
any less than that of last year and much 
to encourage the belief that it will be 
materially greater. Kansas, Nebraska, 
California, and Oklahoma show very 
high averages. The Government's fig- 
ures for this year mean that the present 
outlook is for a yield of 457,000,000 bush- 


els of Winter wheat, Allowing for the 
¢ , 
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inevitable shrinkage before the harvest, 
it may be assumed that the net yield 
will be about 375,000,000 bushels, A full 
crop of Spring wheat should yield 300,- 
000,000 bushels — probably the harvest 
will not exceed 275,000,000. The year’s 
supply may, therefore, be estimated at 
650,000,000 bushels, or, in round numbers, 
@ hundred million bushels greater than 
the net harvest yield of last year. On 
these points the May report will be more 
specific. 

The fact that the April report gave 
substantial if temporary aid and en- 
couragement to the bears in the wheat 
market is explained by the fact that 
the outlook for breadstuffs exports this 
year is not encouraging, unless prices are 
dropped below those at which the large 
crops of Europe are likely to be market- 
ed. The domestic consumption, however, 
promises to be of unprecedented magni- 
tude. Steady employment and good 
wages in the manufacturing districts do 
more to promote the general prosperity 
of the farmer than a large export move- 
ment of breadstuffs. The many things 
which may happen between seedtime and 
harvest render a forecast of the net re- 
sults of the agricultural year at this 
time largely a question of the tempera- 
ment of the prophet. What is now to be 
expected, however, includes ample crops, 
plentiful food, a moderate range of 
prices, and a widespread and fairly equa- 
ble distribution, benefiting the transpor- 


tation interests, 











THE PALISADES PARK PROJECT. 
The Commission of the Palisades Inter- 
State Park seems to have made the very 


usual mistake of undertaking too much 


and laying out its plans on a scale so 
magnificent that it is finding difficulty 
in carrying them out. The Commission- 
ers have submitted the following memo- 
randum of contemplated expenses to the 
Finance Committee of the Senate at Al- 
bany:

The Commissioners have entered into 
contracts for the immediate purchase of 
land, riparian rights, and improvements 
to the value of $389,000, and express a 
desire to execute further contracts to the 
amount of $185,000 this Spring. Much of 
this is to be regretted. The creation of 
a park along the line of the West Shore 
Railroad was no part of the original plan 
to preserve the Palisades from destruc- 
tion as a picturesque feature of the scen- 
ery of the lower Hudson. In point of fact, 
a park along the New Jersey shore at 
this point is not in any respect necessary 
nor can it be a matter of enough public 
advantage to warrant its construction at 
so great a cost to the people of New York 
State, who will neither own nor control 
it when completed. The application at 
Albany is for $400,000 for the work im- 
mediately in hand, with a reasonable 
prospect that the requirements of future 
years will be for even larger amounts as 
the plan expands. 

Too much park engineering and gen- 
eral artificiality in the Palisades im- 
provement project will tend rather to 
spoil than to preserve this interesting 
dike. All that~-can be advantageously 
preserved at the public expense is the 
face of the cliff. 

Judging from the memorandum above 
printed, a very small part of the miltion 
dollars which the commission has it in 
mind to spend this year for a superfluous 
park where there is no population to be 
accommodated by it and no chance for 
there ever to be a population, would 
carry out all that is advantageous or de- 
sirable in the original purpose of its cre- 
ation. To preserve the Palisades we do 
not need a project so impracticably ex- 
tensive ag that above outlined. 








NEW YORK’S WATER SUPPLY. 


The solicitude shown by the Merchants’ 
Association lest the good work done by 
it to assist in defeating the Ramapo job 
shall be lost or shelved by the city au- 
thorities is natural, perhaps, but it is un- 
necessary. Disinterested public service 
is not wasted, and its results never rep- 
resent lost effort. The defeat of the 
Ramapo scheme, in many respects one 
of the best planned and most skillfully 
managed raids on the Public Treasury 
ever organized, having its beginnings 
years ago and developing under the 
direction of men who had infinite pa- 
tience in the pursuit of the end in view, 
was an instructive object lesson to those 
who think that New York is an easy 
field in which to exploit enterprises of 
this character. It was a few years ago, 
perhaps, but not now. Too many wide- 
awake citizens are doing their own think- 
ing about municipal matters, and the 
press is too vigilant in its guardianship 
of the public interest to permit attempts 
to rob the city to pass unchallenged. 
Somebody must have lost a great deal of 
money in the Ramapo fiasco. What was 
done in preparing the trap into which the 
city did not fall represents large aggre- 
gate expenditures for professional serv- 
ices, counsel fees, legislative “‘ expenses,” 
surveys, maps, &c. These were not all 
paid for in stock, and the fact that this 
money is lost will have a deterrent influ- 
ence upon others who may be tempted to 
venture such speculations in future. In 


contributing to ‘this result, the Mer- 
chants’ Association rendered a useful 
public service, and to hold itself in reé 
serve for like services in future would 
perhaps be its wisest course. 

As we have pointed out in the discus- 
sion of various phases of this important 
municipal problem, there are duties more 
exigent than that of securing and devel- 
oping new sources of water supply for a 
city which now has probably three times 
as much water as ‘would qmeet every re- 
quirement of public and private use. Al- 
lowing an ample percentage of loss to 
cover waste not correctible, the fact 
that the available supply can be doubled 
by practicable means, with important 
resulting economy, will be conceded with- 
out discussion by every one whose opin- 
ion on the subject is entitled to respect- 
ful consideration. In view of this fact, 
the activity of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion in foreing the issue of immediate 
measures to secure new sources of sup- 
ply and build new aqueducts to fill, un- 
der increased pressure, mains and serv- 
ice pipes which will now deliver only 
about one gallon in three of the water 
they carry, savors of unwholesome eager- 
ness for identification with a great 
public undertaking to which, like the 
platform makers, it can “point with 
pride” and say, We did it! There is 
much less danger that we will not get 
more water when we need it than that 
the duty of holding the officers of the 


Department of Water Supply up to their 


responsibilities, and forcing them by the 
pressure of intelligent public opinion to 
minimige the enormous waste, in which 
is found the only danger of scarcity for 


@ quarter of a century to come, will be 


overlooked and neglected. There is not 


much glory in that kind of public serv- 
ice, and engineérs are much more ready 
to advise ignoring the waste and in- 


creasing the supply; byt the most valua- 
ble service which could now be rendered 
the city in this matter will be found in 
demonstrating that with our present sup- 
ply we can meet all the requirements of 
use and unavoidable waste for as many 
years to come as need now concern us. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





—-Rarely, indeed, is the death of any 
man followed by the publication of news- 
paper eulogies at once so enthusiastic and 
so sincere as are those of the late JOHN 
JASPER of Richmond, now appearing in the 
Southern press. The papers of his own 
city admit the woeful ignorance of the man 
who, till the close of his long life, insisted 
that ‘the sun do move,” but with one ac- 
cord they all declare that this ignorance 
was as slight and unimportant a peculiarity 
of the famous negro preacher as are the 
spots on the orb whose réle in the universe 
he so amusingly understood. Unlike so 
many representatives of the class to which 
he belonged, JASPER illustrated his religion 
in every act and thought of his life, for he 
practiced the morality he preached, and his 
congregation could have followed his ex- 
ample as safely as his exhortations. He 
knew as little of grammar as of astronomy, 
but he had thoughts to express, and; lim- 
ited as was his vocabulary, he could al- 
ways convey them clearly and forcibly. 
One eulogist says: 

His power to express an idea was unsurpassed, 
and it often occurred that, when his dictionary 
gave out, he could use the wrong word; and yet, 
by his manner and tone, make it convey his 
Meaning. For my part, I had the {mpression 
that when he was at his happy elevations of feel- 
ing he did not need words very much; he could 
flash the thought out of his eye, wave it out by 
the sweep of his hand, or cast it forth by some 
queer movement of his body. 


JasPeR's white neighbors often laughed 
at the things he said, but they did not 
laugh at the man, and now that he is dead 
there is no hesitation in proclaiming that 
he was a power for good in Richmond not 
easily to be replaced. 





——We notice that among the reforms 
which the new Mayor of Cleveland prom- 
ises to undertake and achieve is that of 
putting an immediate, and, so far as he 
can make it, permanent, end of the habit 
of obstructing sidewalks with merchandise. 
In some respects Mr. Tom JoHNSON, the 
new Mayor in question, has laid himself 
open to the criticism of orthodox econo- 
mists, but if he restores to the people of 
Clevelandgthe use of their sidewalks, and 
insists that private business shall be con- 
ducted on private property, no doupt they 
will overlook in their gratitude many of the 
queer notions their Mayor holds. This will 
be the easier since Mr. JoHNSON as Mayor 
will have little opportunity to overthrow, 
or even to undermine, political or financial 
institutions. It will be his duty, and pre- 
sumably is his purpose, to enforce the laws 
as théy are, and to clear and keep clear the 
sidewalks will be a very good beginning. 
Would that we, too, had a Mayor with eyes 
to see and the courage to attack this petty 
but extremely irritating form of fraud and 
outrage. Here and there, all through the 
business parts of New York, bales and 
boxes, with occasional skids and carts 
thrown in for good measure, cumber the 
space that ought to be free to every citi- 
zen. Only at rarest intervals is anything 
done about the matter, and then, instead 
of an all-including campaign against the 
lawless encroachers, we have attacks on 
individual misdemeanants, who, according 
to common suspicion, are punished, not for 
their sin, but for failing to commit another 
and greater sin--that of buying, at one 
price or another, the precious privilege of 
making public nuisances of themselves.

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THE SITUATION IN CUBA. 


{EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE THE 
NEW YORK TIMBS.) 
HAVANA.—‘‘I have found Spanish gar- 
risons and prisons enough in Cuba to fur- 
nish school accommodation for all the chil- 
dren in the island,” said Gen. Wood to a 
party of visitors at his official residence 
the other night. I commend that ob- 
servation to the minds and the consciences 
of those amoug my fellow-countrymen who 
go about declaiming against Gen. Wood as 
a@ military despot who has set his foot on 
the necks of the Cuban people. It pre- 
sents to the eye and to the imagination a 
striking picture of the contrasting quali- 
ties of Spanish civilization and Anglo- 
Saxon civilization. It tells in a sentence 
the story of the emancipation and lifting 
up of this island, Liberty we all love, 
and freedom is a noble word, but, like faith 
without works, they are empty husks of 
speech, devoid of meaning and worth, when 
they denote a_ political condition where 
the forces of enligptenment and progress 
are stifled or inert. Cuba is in bondage, 
of course. Some of her Generals and 
statesmen have shown me how the chains 
gall them. But the military despot whom 
we have set over the Cubans has in two 
years taught them more than they would 
have learned in twenty about the soul 
and substance of free institutions. Few 
despots have ever gone this way to work 

to make despotism impossible. 

I have been so much/impressed with the 
fruits of our military administration of 
Cuban affairs that I will interrupt the 
record of impressions received from the 
Cubans themselves, to say something about 
their terrible masters, 

Gen. Wood’s remark about transforming 
the garrisons and prisons of Old Spain 
into sckoolrooms for the little folk of new 
Cuba describes a part and typifies the 
whole of the regenerating work going on 


here under his direction.” The indigenous 
Siboneys maintained in this island, I sup- 
pose, a condition of reasonable equality in 
which every Indian had a fair chance. 
Since the coming of the Spaniard there has 


been nothing like that, The Captains Gen- 
eral were able to take care of themselves 


nobly. Between their extravagant allow- 
ances and their unflagging diligence. in 
depredation they got rich in a few years 
and were recalled with their booty to give 
some other grandee a chance at this rich- 
est of Crown appointments; The planter 
aristocrats were also able to take care of 
themselves. They suffered much from the 
tithing man’s visits, but they lived in fine 
houses and educated their sons and daugh- 
ters in New York. Life was harder for 
the small tradesman and the artisan class, 
but they cared for themselves, after a 
fashion. The poor and the children of the 
poor were lefi to the care of the devil. 

There are now 175,000 children of school 
age In Cuba, and 132,000 of them are at 
school. There are 1,000 schoolhouses in 
daily use. Teachers hired at good wages 
are every day hearing the lessons of more 
than 30,000 of the little boys and girls of 
Havana and of 8,000 in Santiago de Cuba. 
Every street urchin that I have questioned 
says with visible pride that he is at school. 
These pliant little creatures have accommo- 
dated themselves to the yoke of military 
despotism better than the sturdy statesmen 
of the convention. 

I have said in a former letter that the 
streets of this city are clean, and that even 
in advance of the great work of sewerage 
and sanitation as yet only planned the en- 
forcement of Gen. Wood’s sanitary code 
and the establishment of a hospital system 
in every city and town have brought yellow 
fever under control. The disappearance of 
the disease from this port, 
sporadic cas:2s, is certain if there be no 
backsliding to Spanish filth and neglect. 
What this implies for the lives and happi- 
ness and the commerce of the peovle of 
Cuba need not be pointed out. Many of 
them, poor, groveling souls, have become 
so accustomed to subjugation that they 
would cheerfully accept the Platt amend- 
rent and a clean bill of health in prefer- 
ence to untrammeled sovereignty and lots 
of yellow jack. 

Gen. Whitside in Santiago exhibited to me 
some of the results of American tyranny 
in that city, where he is in command. 
There has not been a case of yellow fever 
there for fourteen months. During three 
hundred years of Spanish rule not a year 
passed without cases of it. The capacity 
of the municipal water works is being in- 
creased from the present supply, 450,000 gal- 
lons a day, to 2,500,000 gallons. Many miles 
of streets have been paved with asphalt, 
with the effect of increasing the value of 
the abutting property from 30 to 50 per 
cent. Private enterprise has been stimulat- 
ed, and public works undertaken to such 
an extent that there is not in Santiago any 
man idle who is willing to work; and as 
I have said, there are 8,000 children in the 
public schools. Like Havana, the city. is 
cleaner than New York—it is entirely clean, 
in fact. Work and wages, a clean city, 
property increasing in value, abundant 
water, well-paved streets, free schools, and 
public health—thus is the hope of liberty 


blasted in the bosoms of a proud and as-, 


piring people. I asked Gen. Whitside how 
the Cuban people felt toward him, the plain 
people, working men and wage earners. 
“Some of them have said to me that they 
would like to have us stay here about ten 
years,’”’ he replied. We see here a melan- 
choly evidence of the success of the insid- 
ious Administration policy of giving these 
people the blessings of freedom before con- 
ferring the name. Liberty, ‘‘the eternal 
spirit of the changeless mind,’ softens like 
wax under such treatment; ducks her head 
to the despot and smilingly hopes he won’t 
go. 

The public improvements and creative 
works of the intervening Government have 
been accomplished without running in debt. 
The island is paying its way and there is 
money in the Treasury. No municipality 
has had to issue bonds. The reconcentra/os 
whom we fed by thousands have found 
means of self-support. There is practically 
no beggary or abject dependence in the 
island. There is peace and civil order from 
Pinar del Rio to Cape Maysi. With sixty 
times as many troops in Cuba as we main- 
tain here Spain was unable to prevent tur- 
bulence and uprisings. Some time ago one 
or two of the restless radicals talked about 
their fear of troubles to come. They knew 
very well that nobody would make trouble 
in an island where there was no occasion 
for it and where it would be so soon ended. 
One of the Generals, a most engaging and 
polite gentleman, confided to me his appre- 
hensions about his men, He thought he 
could not keep them quiet much longer un- 
less something definite was done about the 
relations with the United States. I was told 
that his men were in the east, in the Prov- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba. From another 
source I learned that Gen. Whitside had 
them all at work at $1 a day. This is an- 
other revolting evidence of the unscrupulous 
cunning of. the tyrant. 

Notwithstanding these visible benefits of 
American administration one hears in cer- 
tain quarters complaints about Gen. Wood. 
They have been industriously and without 
scruple magnified and multiplied for the 
misinformation of the American public. 
Quite by accident I discovered the source 
of one series of malicious stories of Gen. 
Wood’s want of tact in dealing with the 
Cubans when a member of the convention 
began to regale me with grievous in- 
stances, all of which I had previously read 
get forth with circumstance and detail in 
the Havana correspondence of a New York 
newspaper. No doubt the Military Governor 
has stood in the way of some impatient 
ambitions and been forced to thwart the 
schemés of personal interest many times. 
For that reason certain Cuban statesmen

are much disa@ppointed in him. It is natu- 
ral. But the thousands of school teachers 
}and the many more thousands of their 
pupils are not disappointed. Nor are the 
workifgmen displeased with the wages he 
has put them in the way of earning. As for 
the property owners of the island, their 
voices are never heard in the little chorus 
of complaint. CB 


GERMAN INDUSTRIAL CRISIS. 


Twenty-five Per Cent. of the Working 
Classes Said to be Affected by 


the Depression. 

BERLIN, April 12.—A recent article in 
the Berliner. Tageblatt takes a gloomy 
view of industrial conditions in Germany, 
which, it says, are so bad that charitable 
efforts are powerless to cope with the situ- 
ation. Reduced production and the conse- 
quent dismissal of working people are so 
general as no longer to attract notice. 

The writer declares that it is safe to say 
that 25 per cent. of the working classes are 
either idle or insufficiently employed. There 


is little Drogpect of an improvement in the 
situation. The matter is made more serious 
by the uncertainty of Germany's commer- 
cial policy. The numberless industries of 
the country do not know whether disas- 
trous tariff wars will not destroy the work 


of years. ‘The uncertainty of Germany's 
vac ilating trade policy drives German cap- 
ital and intelligence to found large indus- 


trial undertakings abroad, and hinders bus- 
iness relations with foreign countries. 
Prices are so depressed in Silesia that even 
the ironworks there, which possess their 
own coal mines, cannot cover operating ex- 
penses. The tin-plate and tube manufac- 
tories, the plants for the manufacture of 
electric supplies, and the textile industries 
are in a similar plight. 


EXCLUSION OF AMERICAN BEEF. 


Director of Contracts for British Army 
Says the Experiment Will Not Seri- 


ously Affect the Trade. 


LONDON, April 13.—The War Office con- 
firms the report that it is going to try the 
experiment of supplying the army with 
only home-grown beef. The experiment will 
last for six months, beginning June 1. 

The Director of Contracts, a Mafor, said 


yesterday: 


“The new rule applies only to refriger- 
ated beef hitherto bought in the open mar- 
Ket in London. It will not seriously affect 
the American trade, as the total weekly 
supply for the army is only 200,000 pounds, 
which is barely 2 per cent. of the weekly 
imports of refrigerated beef into England 
from the United States. Mr. Brodrick’s ac- 
tion was taken long before the New Or- 
leans proceedings. It is quite absurd to 
suppose that any idea of retaliation prompt- 
ed the order, which was due to a natural 
desire to help some of the industries. The 
difference in price is very trifling, and we 
are going to make that up by giving Tom- 
my Atkins frozen mutton two days instead 
of one day weekly. If the plan is satis- 
factory our supply problem will be greatly 
simplified, for we often have complaints 
and disagreements over refrigerated beef. 
You must not wepeeae that we now use no 
home-grown beef. Aldershot and some of 
our other camps are almost entirely sup- 
plied with home-grown beef. We have hith- 
erto used refrigerated beef as an addition 
to our rations, rather than as an integral 
part. We have no prejudice against Amer- 
ican firms and we do not believe they will 
miss this trade to any extent, even if it is 
decided to continue the experiment.” 





WASHINGTON, April 12.—Secretary Hay 
has cabled to Ambassador Choate an in- 
quiry as to the reason for the order of the 
British Government excluding the Ameri- 
can refrigerated beef heretofore used by 
the army. This action is taken at the in- 
stance of the Department of Agriculture. 

Among officials here there is no disposi- 
tion to accredit the reasons that actuated 
the new policy to any dissatisfaction with 
American meats. No objection has been 
offered to American beef or beef products 
on the score of their quality or condition. 
The beef shipped from this country to Eng- 
lamd for the yse of the British Army has, it 
is stated, always been of the best quality 
and in prime condition when delivered and 
distributed. 

Secretary Wilson said to-da 
thing the Administration can do in the mat- 
ter is being done. “ But I cannot under- 
stand,”’ he said, ‘‘ why the British Govern- 
ment has taken this step. They know that 
our grain-fed beef is the kind that is 
shipped to them, There must be some rea- 
son that is not apparent on the surface. We 
sell them a million dollars’ worth of meats 
for every million of their population. Sup- 
pose they have a quarter million troops in 
the field. It can make little difference to 
our producers whether they take enough 
from the home-grown supply to feed the 
soldiers, for if they do that they must im- 
port just that much more to supply the 
deficiency. The British do not produce 
enough in Great Britain to supply their 
home demand. There must be some other 
reason.” 


NEW DREIBUND SUGGESTED. 


St. Petersburg Papers Expect an Alli- 
ance Between Russia, France, 
and Italy. 

LONDON, April 13.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says the newspapers there ex- 
press keen satisfaction at the festivities 
at Villefranche and Toulon, as evidencing 
the strengthening of the Franco-Russian 
alliance. 

It is considered that the Franco-Italian 
rapprochement is calcuiated to lead to the 
early conclusion of an alliance between 
Russia, France, and Ital¥, which, in view 
of the pacific sentiments of the three pow- 


ers, would, in the opinion of the news- 
papers of St. Petersburg, constitute an 
efficacious guarantee of European peace. 


PARIS, April 12.—It has now been -de- 
cided that M. Delcassé, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, will go to St. Petersburg to 
confer with Count Lamsdorf, the Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and to see 
the Czar. The date of his visit has not 
vet been fixed, though it will probably 
be at the beginning of May. 

Chinese questions and the situation in 
Eastern Europe will be discussed, and im- 
portant consequences are expected as a 
result of the conferences.

All the 
Munich physicians ave declared them- 
selves in sympathy h the strikers and in 
favor of solidarity in the movement. 





German Paper’s Opinion of the French. 


BERLIN, April 12.—The Vossische Zeit- 
ung, in commenting upon the Franco-Italian 
festivities at Toulon, says: 

“Such displays are necessary from time 
to time to satisfy French vanity. They are 
the most innocent safety valve for the most 
restless, most conceited. most ambitious, 


and most foolhardy nation, a nation which 
is nevertheless now satisfied with the rdéle 
of a Russian sentinel. Alsace-Lorraine is 
more and more forgotten in the growing 
pressure of economic advancement.’ 





London Insurance Swindlers’ Method. 


LONDON, April 13.—The Statist has dis- 
covered a clique of swindlers, making Lon- 
don their headquarters, who profess to rep- 
resent a leading American insurance com- 
pany. The paper says: ‘ These swindlers 
notify the family of a man recently de- 
ceased that the last premium, which ought 
to have been paid at a given date, usually 
very recent, has not as a matter of fact 
been paid, and that, if it is not forwarded 
by a mee date, the policy will lapse. 
The widow hastens to send the remittance. 
The victims are usually French and Ger- 
mans,” 





Princess von Hatzfeldt Coming Here. 
LONDON, April 12.—The American Line 
steamer St. Louis, which is to sail from 


Southampton to-morrow for New York by 
way of Cherbourg, wiil have among her 
assengers the rincess von Hatzfeldt, 
Saughter of the late C. P. Huntington. 





Emigration from Ireland in 1900. 
LONDON, April 13.—The official report 
of emigration from Ireland shows that 


47,107 persons left that country in 1900. 
This is 10.5 pev 1,000 of the estimated popu- 
iene The emigrants were equally divid- 
ed \between the sexes. 
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GREAT BATTLE IN ARABIA. 


Sultan of Nejd Recovered His Kingdom, 
After a Fight in Which 5,000 of 
the Enemy Were Slain. 


BOMBAY, April 12.—Ibu Raschid has re- 
covered the Kingdom of Nejd, Central Ara- 


bia, after defeating Mabaronk, Sheik of 
Koweit, whe recently seized the City of 
Nejd and deposed Ibu Raschid, after a 


pitched battle. 

The army of Mabaronk was lured into a 
narrow gorge, and the hordes of Ibu 
Raschid swooped down from the moun- 
tains and overwhelmed their enemies. 

Fugitives who have reached gulf ports 
declare that 5,000 men were killed. The fate 
of Mabaronk is not known. 


Although nominally under the rule of 
Turkey, the Kingdom of Nejd is in reality 
almost independent, and the King, or Sul- 
tan, a ruler of considerable importance. 
Nejd Includes the whole of the inhabitable 
portion of Central Arabia. Ibu Raschid, 
Sultan of Nejd, is the hereditary represent- 
ative of the Wahhabees, the kingdom hav- 
ing been founded in the eighteenth century 
by the followers of the prophet Abd-el- 
Vahhab, 

It was announced in a dispatch from 
Bombay a little over a month ago that 
Mabaronk, Sheik of Koweit, was the mas- 
ter of Central Arabia. Mabaronk was the 
Governor of a small community, at the 
head of the Persian Gulf, and gradually 
increased his power until he had raised 
a formidable army. 

A dispatch to The Times of India said 
the Sheik had followed up a first. victory 
by another one, afterward driving Sultan 
Ibu Raschid’s army clear across Central 
Arabia. He then seized the city of Nejd 
and proclaimed himself ruler in Ibu Ras- 
chid’s place. 

Ibu Raschid appealed to the Porte for 
assistance, threatening that if troops were 
not sent to aid him he would stop the 
overland pilgramages to Mecca. Apparent- 
ly, however, he has managed to defeat the 
usurper without Turkish help. 


THE SUIT AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Members of the Cabinet Said to Believe 
that it Is Contrary to the Gov- 
ernment’s Rights. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—The suit at 
New Orieans to prevent the shipment of 


horses and mules purchased in this country 
to South Africa was the most important 
matter discussed by the Cabinet to-day, 
and the Attorney General was directed to 
make an investigation of the question and 
report his opinion to the Cabinet. 

As far as can be learned, members of 
the Cabinet with legal training are of the 
opinion that the New Orleans proceedings 
are contrary to the rights of the Govern- 
ment. The view expressed is: that when 
neutrality proceedings are inaugurated in 
United States courts they should be 
brought in the name of the United States, 
an alleged violation of neutrality being a 
mga affecting nations, not individuals, 

he mover in the proceedings at New Or- 
leans is a man claiming to be a resident 
ot South Africa, who contends that his in- 
terests are placed in jeopardy. It is pointed 
out that if an individual can go into the 
courts and secure restraining orders on the 
ground that the neutrality laws of the 
country are being violated the commerce 
of the country might be seriously endan- 
gered. 

The Attorney General will make a thor- 
ough investigation into the question. If it 
is found that the neutrality laws are such 
as to permit individuals to bring proceed- 
ings in courts, Congress may be asked to 
pass such amendments as will leave these 
questions wholly in the hands of the Gove 
ernment. 








ENTIRE CITY DEPOPULATED. 


British Send All the Inhabitants of 
Nylstroom, Transvaal, to Pretoria. 


NYLSTROOM, April 7.—All the inhable

Nylstroom is a large and important town 
in the Transvaal. It is about seventy- 


seven miles north of Pretoria, and is near 
extensive gold deposits. It is a little less 
than half way from Pretoria to Pieters- 
burg, and is on the Northern Railroad, 
which has its terminal at the latter city. 
Pietersburg was the seat of the Boer Gov- 
ernment until it was captured by the 
British five days ago, and the removal of 
the inhabitants of Nylstroom is in all like- 
lihood a measure to prevent the cutting 
of the railway line. 

The dispatches have not before mentioned 
“ reconcentrado ” operations by the British 
on so extensive a scale as the removal of 
everybody in a city. 


REVOLT OF NATIVES FEARED. 


LONDON, April 13.—The Pietermaritze 
burg correspondent of The Daily Express 
says: 

‘*A serious seditious movement is spread- 
ing among the natives. It is headed by 
native ministers, who preach the doctrine 
of ‘ Africa for Africans,’ and incite the nae 
tives to throw off all European control. 
The authorities are carefully watching 
the propaganda, but are reluctant to in- 
terfere, through fear of making martyrs of 
the ringleaders.” 


PLOTS TO KILL MR. KRUEGER ? 


LONDON, April 13.—The Amsterdam 
correspondent of The Daily Express says: 

‘The police of this city recently got wind 
of contemplated attempts upon the life of 
Mr. Kriiger. One of the persons arrested 
is said to have made a confession.”’ 








BOER COMMANDANT CAPTURED. 
LONDON, April 13.—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria, April 11, 
says Col. Monro’s Mounted Infantry, after 


two hours’ hard fighting, captured eighty 
prisoners, _including Commandant Bresla, 
near De Wet’s Dorp, Orange River Colony. 





GEN. BULLER’S WARNING. 


LONDON, April 13.—Gen. Sir Redvers Hy 
Buller, speaking last evening at Plymouth, 
eulogized the assistance which Canada and 
Australia had rendered Great Britain in 
South Africa. 

“New nations are springing up around 
us,”’ Gen. Buller said, ‘“‘and must be al- 
lowed to do what is proper for themselves, 
Reasonable. concessions must be granted ta 
them.

MR. MORGAN INTERVIEWED. 


He Thinks the Steel Trust Will Have a 
Steadying Effect on the Brit- 
ish Market. 


LONDON, April 13.—J. Pierpont Morgan, 
in an interview with a London reporter, is 
quoted as saying that he thought the Steel 
Trust would have a steadying effect on the 
British steel market, rather more favorable 
than otherwise. He did not see why the 
steel trade should suffer, either in Great 
Britain or Germany. As to the report that 
he intended to place trust securities on the 
Euro n market, Mr. Morgan said: 

“There is no surplus capital to give 
away. The people on this side are under 
a misapprehension. All the shares were 
allotted ong ago. What we bought we had 
to pay for.’ 

In regard to the stories about a copper 
combination, Mr. Morgan said he knew 
nothing. He also said he would meet Mr, 
Carnegie while in Europe.

John R. Rogers Claims $6,500 as “His 
Share of the Raffle of the “ Cleve- 
land Gem.” 


John R. Rogers, knowrr in theatrical cir- 
cles as the former husband of Minnie 
Palmer and as ‘“ Yours merrily, Rogers,”’ 
has sued the Actors’ Fund to recover 
$6,500, which he claims to be due him on 
a diamond known as the “ Cleveland Gem.” 
The action has been begun in the Supreme 
Court by Leventritt & Brennan, his coun- 
sel. The summons only has been served 
on the Actors’ Fund, but according to Mr. 


Leventritt the facts which will form the 
basis of the complaint are as follows: 
About nine years ago Mr, Rogers owned 
the diamond. At that time he had it placed 
with the Bank of the Metropolis, with 
other security for certain notes. The 
Actors’ Fund arranged for a fair in Mad- 
ison Square Garden, and Mr. Rogers pro- 
posed that it take up the diamond and raf- 
fle it off. This proposition was accepted. 
The Actors’ Fund paid $6,000 into the bank, 
and the understanding, as Mr. Rogers al- 
leges, was that he was to have one-half 








His Sister His Sole Heir—She Is Mother 
of the Young Duke Who Married 
Miss Zimmermann. 


The will of Fernando Yznaga, who died 
on March 6, was filed for.probate in the 
Surrogate’s office yesterday afternoon. 
Under the will his entire estate, worth,over 
$2,000,000, goes to his sister, Consuelo, 
Dowager Duchess of Manchester, mother 
of the young Duke of Manchester, who 
married the daughter of Eugene Zimmer- 
mann of Cincinnati, Ohio. Harry B. Hol- 
lins and W. K. Vanderbilt are named as 
executors. The will is witnessed by B. J. 
Burk and Fred Edey, and certified to by 
W. T. Laing, Notary Public. 

The will was filed by Lawyer Robert H. 
Griffin as counsel for H. B. Hollins. In 
the petition it is set forth that the real 
estate owned by Mr. Yznaga is worth 


“about $2,000,000" and his personal prop- 
erty “about $35,000." This is an error in 
the entry on the petition, as it is the per- 
sonal obseperts which is worth ‘about 
$2,000, ’* and not the real property. Mr. 
Griffin explained that the other entry in 
the petition was an error. ‘ 

Mr. Yznaga is survived ve his mother 
and three sisters. He was twice married 
and twice separated. He left no children. 
His mother is Mrs. Ellen M. Yanaga of 
L’Argent, La. The sisters are the Dowager 
Duchess of Manchester, Lady Natica Lis- 
ter Kaye, and Miss Emily Yzgnaga. The 
mother, the Duchess, and Lady Lister 
Kaye are in this city, while Miss Yznaga 
is in Paris. 

All the relatives waived citations for pro- 
bate of the will, and it will come up for 

robate on Monday next. Mr. Vanderbilt 
s now abroad, and has not qualified as an 
executor, but is expected to do so on his 
return. 

The Dowager Duchess of Manchester, the 
sole lé¢gatee under the will, was married to 
the ninth Duke of Manchester, then Lord 
Mandeville, in 1876. Three children were 
born of this marriage, the first being Will- 
iam Angus Drogo Montagu, the present 
Duke. he others were twin daughters. 
Both are dead, and the present Duke is 
accordingly the sole heir of his mother. 
He came into the title at the death of his 
father in August, 1892. The ninth Duke 
of Manchester left a very small estate, and 
his widow the Dowager Duchess has not 
been considered wea. The young Duke 
became heuvily entangled financially, His 
landed estate consists of Kimbolton Castle 
and Brampton Park, in Huntingdonshire, 
England, and Tanderagee Castle in County 
Armagh, Ireland. The first two properties 
were rented, and it is at Tanderagee Castle 
that the roane Duke and his bride, whom 
he married in London last Fall, are making 
their home. 

Before the estate goes to the Dowager 
Duchess the collateral inheritance tax of 
1 per cent. will have to be paid to the State. 
It is estimated that when the estate 1s 
sate appraised this tax will be about 
aed ° 
Mr. Yznaga was a member of the bank- 
ing firm of H. B. Hollins & Co. He’ was 
about forty-eight years old at the time of 
his death. His sister the Dowager Duchess 
is about two years older, and the young 
Duke, her sole heir, is twenty-four years

Col. Jay Discharged and Property -Re- 
stored to Railway Management. 

An order was signed by Justice Lacombe 
in the United States Circuit Court yester- 
day discharging Col. William Jay from the 
receivership of the Forty-second Street, 
Manhattanville and St. Nicholas Avenue 
Railway Company and restoring that street 
railway line to the management of the 
Third Avenue and Metropolitan Street 
Railway Companies. The application for 
thé discharge was unopposed. It set forth 
that the defendant has about $92,824 cash 
on hand with which to retire the receiver's 
contracts, and is in condition to borrow 
such additional sums as may be necessary. 

The step taken yesterday is the ciosing 
one in the action originally brought Ma®eh 
19, 1900, by the Old Colony Trust Company 
of Boston in the United States Circuit 
Court against the Third Avenue Railroad

Mormon Apostle and Contemporary of 


Brigham Young Expires in 
Monterey, Cal. 
MONTEREY, Cal., April 12.—Apostle 


George Q. Cannon of the Mormon Church 
died here to-day. Mr. Cannon slept consid- 
erably yesterday and the fore part of last 
night. A bulletin was issued about mid- 
night stating that he was resting easy. The 
change for the worse came a few hours 
later, and he passed quietly away early 
this morning. 

Mr. Cannon was about seventy-five years 
of age. He was one of the leading men of 
Utah and of the Mormon Church. The 
body was taken to San Francisco during 
the morning for embalming, after which it 
will be taken to Salt Lake City. 


George Q. Cannon, in later years to be 
known as, the “ Richelieu of Mormonism,” 
erossed the plains from Ndaduvoo, IIL, in 
1846 and settled in Utah in 1847. He had 
embraced the Mormon doctrine in 1842, 
when he was but fifteen years old. He 
was.born in Liverpool, England, Jan. 11, 
1827, and came to America in 1844. His 
parents were related to Apostle Taylor, 
and the child was bred in the faith in 
which he was destined to become noted. 

He went out making converts for Mor- 
monism in California and Hawaii, while 


Brigham Young was laying its foundations 
in the deserts along the Great Salt Lake. 
He was translating the Mormon BibJe into 
the Hawaiian language and conducting a 
Mormon newspaper in San Francisco in 
the period when the Church was seeking 
to spread itself through the books and 
periodicals of the time. - Finally, when he 
and the Church had grown strong to- 
gether, he came back to Salt Lake City 
to become the private secretary of Brig- 
ham Young. 

At the age of thirty Mr. Cannon became 
an apostle, and went into the inner sanctu- 
ary of the Latter Day Saints. Not long 
after this Mr. Cannon became the target 
for attacks upon Mormonism, which con- 
tinued almost uninterruptedly for two 
score years. The frenzy of public indigna- 
tion that greeted the election of Roberts as 
a Congressman was feeble when compared 
to the excitement which the elevation of 
George Q. Cannon to public office created 
throughout the Nation. 
in 1862 Utah sought admittance to the 
Union as a State. Mr. Cannon and W. H. 
Hooper were. sent to Washington to con- 
vey the petition. But the Federal Govern- 


ment eompuly denied the petition on the 
ground that the people of the State were 
polygamous. 


Mr, Cannon was elected to the Legislative 
Council of Utah in 1865, 1865, 1869, and the 
three succeeding years. In 1865 he was 
elected a Regent of the Deseret University. 
In 1872 he was a Delegate from the Ter- 
ritory of Utah to Congress. His seat was 
contested on the ground that he was:a 
polygamist. Time and time again this same 
question was raised for the following ten 
years. During the period from 1878 to} 
1882 the presence of Mr. Cannon in Con- 
gress was a constant thorn in the flesh of |} 
that body, and aroused storms of protest 
all over the country. 

In spite of all warfare upon him, Mr. 
Cannon remained steadfast to his faith. 
He withstood a marvelous amount of per- 
sonal villification .in Congress and the 
press. He retired from his offite in_ 1882, 
only when compelled to do so, and with un- 
daunted reiteration of his belief in_ the 
divinity of the polygamous faith. From 
1882 to 1890 he underwent a series of perse- 
cutions, including exile from home and im- 
prisonment, but still refused to acknowl@ 
edge that he was obeying other than the 
voice of God. It was only when the su- 
preme law of the land pronounced polyg- 
amy criminal, when further persistence 
would have shaken the foundations of the 
church he loved, that he surrendered, 

When Utah was admitted into the Union 
Mr. Cannon was one of the prime negotia- 
tors, It was a task that required superb 
diplomacy, but after five years of effort 
Utah became a State. Then it was that 
the Mormon Church became separate from 
the State, and Lerenzo Snow announced 
that henceforth there would be no politics 
in the organization. At the time he made 
this announcement he called George Q. 
Cannon into his eouncils, retaining him 
within what is known as the first Presi- 
dency of the Church. 

Mr, Cannon has been a great power in the 
politics of Utah ever since the State was 
admitted. He has been a _ Republican, 
tacit'v, at least, although he has in many 
instances allied himself with the Demo- 
cratic Party. His politics was determined 
rather by State considerations than Na- 
tlonal ones. He has been ever since his 
appointment fn the first Presidency of the 
Church. He has been a priest all the time 
he has been a politician and a statesman. 
He has been the pefactpes factor in mak- 
ing Mormonism a religion pure and sim- 
ple, his sagacity making him realize in time 
that struggle against the civil laws of the 
country was no longer possible, and that 
diplomatic conciliation was the most effec- 
tive policy. ; 


A. F. WALKER DIES SUDDENLY. 


Chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Atchison Stricken at His Home. 
Col. Aldace F. Walker, Chairman of the 

Board of Directors of the Atchison, Topeka 

and Santa Fé Railway Company, died yes- 

terday morning at his home, 55 West Sev- 

enty-fourth Street{ of heart disease. He 

had been sick for nearly two months, and } 
during the last few weeks he had visited his 

office only at rare intervals, but no one had 

expected a fatal ending to his illness. In 

fact,. he had made arrangements to sail 

with his family to-day for Europe to re- 

cuperate. 

Mr. Walker was counted among the fore- 
most of American railway managers, and 
he was considered an authority on all traf- 
fic questions and on the inter-State com- 


merce law. His prominence as a railroad 
man was due mainly to his connection with 
the Atchison system during the last five 
years, first as receiver, and then as Chair- 


“man of its board, and it is generally con- 


ceded that the splenu.u development of this 
property in the last few years was largely 
due *to his efforts. 

Mr, Walker was born in West Rutland, 
Vt., iu 1842. He was graduated from Mid- 
dlebury College when he was twenty years 
old he civil war had just broken out, 
in the same month in 
which he was graduated, in his home regi- 
ment, the Eleventh Vermont Volunteers, 
and was made First Lieutenant: of Compan 
B of the First Artillery. He served throu h 
the war and was mustered out with the 
rest of the command in 1864 with the rank 
of Lieutenant Colonel. On his return North 
he entered Columbia College Law School, 
and after graduation in 1867 he practiced 
law in New York City for some years. In 
1878 he removed to Rutland and established 
a firm which acted as counsel for the Del- 
aware and Hudson, the Rutland, the Ver- 
mont and Canada, and other railroads, as 
well as for many banks and other corpora- 
tions. He won fame in his fight against the 
Smith ring, which at that time ruled the 
State of Vermont, and in which he de- 
feated the ring in its attempt to swallow up 
the Vermont and Canada Railroad without 
paying the owners. He was then, in 1882, 
and again in 1884, elected into the State 
Senate, and in this capacity he became the 
author of the corporation tax law, which 
was enacted in 1884. 

From 1887 to 1889 he served on the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission as one of its 
ablest members, being largely responsible 
for the policy of the comniission. On ac- 
count of his reputation for fair-mindedness 
he was selected in 1889 to be. the Chairman 
of the Inter-State Commerce Railway As- 
sociation at Chicago, and later Chairman 
of the Joint Committee of Presidents and 
Vice Presidents of the railroads of the 
Trunk Line and Central Traffic Associa- 
tions to carry out the so-called ‘‘ Gentle- 
men’s Agreement.’’ He was appointed re- 


ceiver for the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 


Fé Railroad in 1804, and through the selec- 
tion of competent offielals he succeeded in 
re-establishing this road as one of the val- 
uable railway _ properties of the country. 
When the road was reorganized in 1896 he 


was made Chairman of the board, and as 
such he directed the financial policy of the 
company up to the time of death, al- 


ways attending personally to the corre-

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 





Robert Cochran Bacot. 

Robert Cochran Bacot died at his home, 
179 Prospect Street, East Orange, yester- 
day morning, after a short illness. He was 
strickén with paralysis on Sunday, and 
sank rapidly. Mr. Bacot was eighty-three 
years. old. “He was a descendant of a 
Huguenot family that settled in South 
Carolina about 1670. He was born in 
Charleston, 8, C., in 1818. After receiving 
his edugation as a civil engineer at the 
College of Charleston, he began the practice 
of his profession. Mr. Bacot moved to 
Jersey City in 1838, and three years later 
married Mary Gilchrist, a daughter of the 
late Robert Gilchrist and sister of the late 
Attorney General Gilchrist. He was elect- 
ed City Surveyor of Jersey City in 1840. 
In 1857 he was made Registrar. Later he 
filled the position of Chief Engineer and 


Superintendent of the Jersey City Water 
Works. In1l he resigned to take charge 
of the examindtions ordered made by the 
Legislature to determine the extent and 
value of its riparian lands. 

Mr. Bacot was a member of the Assem- 


“bly from Hudson County during the ses- 


sions of 1857 and 1858.. Upon the reorgan- 
ization of the Riparian Commission of the 
State in 1868 he was appointed Chief Engi- 
neer of the commission. He held the posi- 
tion until 1887, when he resigned that of- 
fice and that of pusreteny. From 1886 
until 1890 Mr. Bacot was Chairman of the 
New soe Committee of the Joint Bound- 
ary Commission of the States of New York 
and New Jersey, to determine the bound- 
ary between those States in the Hudson 
River, New York Bay, and Arthur Kill. 
He was a Director of the Hudson County 
National Bank and President of the Hack- 
ensack Water Company. ‘Three daughters 
and four sons survive him. 


The Rev. ‘Cornelius Emerick Wyckoff. 


The Rev. Cornelius Emerick Wyckoff, 
pastor of the Reformed Church at Irving- 
ton, N. J., died there on Thursday night, in 
the thirty-sixth year of his age. Mr. 
Wyckoff was born at Woodstock, Ulster 
County, N. Y. He was the son of the Rev. 
De Witt Bevier Wyckoff, an eminent min- 
ister of the Dutch Reformed Church, and a 
grandson of the Rev. Cornelius Wyckoff, 
both graduates of Rutgers College and~the 
‘Theological Seminary. 

Cornelius E. Wyckoff entered Rutgers in 
1884, but owing to illness was compelled to 
leave. Under. the tutelage of his father he 
kept up with his studies, and entered the 
seminary in 1888. He was graduated in 
1801, and in the same year he was ordained 
a minister at Castleton, N. Y., near Al- 
tany. Two years later he received a call 
to the Bethany Chapel, on Brooklyn 
Heights, and was later called to the Ke- 
formed Church, at Irvington, where he had 
been ever since. He leaves a wife, who was 
formerly Miss Mary Snyder of Ghent, N. Y., 
and two daughters. 


U. S. Consul McCook Reported Dead. 
SEATTLE, Wash., April 12.—Col. J. C. 
McCook, United States Consul for the 
Klondike, whose dangerous illness was an- 
nounced in Dawson advices a few days 
ago, is reported dead by The White Horse 


Tribune of April 4. However, the same 
day the White Horse agent of the White 
Horse and Yukon Railroad told A. J. Mor- 
rison of Dawson, that the announcement 
was premature; that Col. McCook wus 
still alive, but at death’s door. Col. Mc- 
Cook’s home was in Philadelphia.

JEWISH STUDENTS’ HOLIDAYS. 


Where These Conflict. with Examina 
tions, Columbia’s President Prom- 
ises All Possible Relief. 


President Seth Low of Columbia Uni- 
versity recently received a letter from Al- 
bert...Lucas, Secretary of the Union of 
Orthodox Congregations of the United 
States end Canada, inclosing a list of the 
Jewish holidays during which it is un- 


lawful for conscientious Hebrews to at- 
tend to any worldly occupation, including 
attendance at the university. The list was 
accompanied by a request that President 
Low would arrange that no examinations 
be held on those days, and, further, that 
any Jewish students desirous of absent- 
ing themselves from ordinary college work 
on those dates through religious scruples 
be excused without loss of standing. 

In his reply to this communication, Presi- 
dent Low called attention to the fact that 
the dates for the examinations were ar- 
ranged a year ago; also that the dates for 
the examinations for thd academic year 
1901-1902 had been advertised before the 
receipt of the fetter. It was promised 
however, that the matter would Be looked 
into, and, if possible, conflicts would be 
avoided. 

It was pointed out that the examinations 
conflicting. with the holidays this year are 
as follows: May 24 falls in the middle of 
the general final examinations; Sept. 28 
and Oct. 5 are set for examinations relat- 
ing to the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons. It was agreed by President Low 
that a student unable to attend through 
religious scruples would have a special ex- 
amination; provided notification of intend- 
ed absence is given in advance. 


INGALLS FAVORS INCOME TAX. 


President of the Big Four Railroad 
Also Advocates Tax on 
Franchises. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 12.—President 
M. E. Ingalls of the Big Four Railroad, 
speaking at a dinner of the Knife and Fork 
Club last night, advocated the income tax 
and the franchise tax. 


““We are just learning,” said Mr. In- 


galls, “‘ that a franchise tax is the easiest 
collected of any, and is probably one of the 
fairest ways of raising revenue. Of course, 
those who manage corporations will ob- 
Ject, as everybody does, to paying taxes, 
but nevertheless it is right and proper. 
Those that have the protection of the State 
should bear their share of its burdens. 

‘*T have always believed in an income tax, 
and have thought that the decision of dur 
Supreme Court against the constitutionality 
of such a tax wag one of the most un- 
fortunate occurrences of the age. We 
should have a tax on all incomes, large or 
small, exempting a moderate amount, as 
most of the States exempt a certain amount 
of property from execution and levy. This 
country is so rich that with a fair system 
of taxation and economy in expenditure 
the tax rate will be so low that it will not 
be oppressive, and thus you will encourage 
and protect your small property holders.”

Comment on Yacht Racing Rules. 


LONDON, April 13.—‘‘ Although doubtless 
it will be the chief topic of the season, there 
are many reasons why the contest for the 
America’s Cup,’’ says The Field, ‘* will not 
arouse great enthusiasm.

is that, as is now fully admitted in the 
United States, as well as here, the mode of 
measurement necessitated encourages use- 
less dangers in the type of yacht. All will 
agree that it is disastrous for sport that 
energy should be wasted in designing and 
constructing unseaworthy vessels.’’ 

The article refers to and quotes from the 
report of the committee of American 
yachtsmien on this subject and expresses 
satisfaction that American yachtsmen are 
following the British in altering the rules.

COLUMBIA CREWS 


Four Boats Contest and the Third ’Var- 
sity Crew Shows the Way. 


The scrub racé, for which the Columbia 
University oarsmen have been practicing 
for several days past, was decided on the 
Harlem River yesterday afternoon and was 
won by the strengthened third ‘Varsity 
crew, with the first "Varsity crew second, 
the second ’Varsity boat third, and the 
first freshman crew fourth. Although the 
race was greatly enjoyed by the men, and 
there was a great deal of interest in it, 
the results are not indicative of the rela- 
tive rank of the regular squads, as changes 
were made in all three of the ‘Varsity 
crews in order to place them as nearly as 
possible on even terms for this race. Four 
men were taken from the first 'Varsity 
crew and placed in the other two boats, 
and their plac® filled by less experienced 
men, and the result of the changes was that 
it was difficult to tell which was the first 
crew and which the second and third.

This, of course, pre- 
vented them from taking part in the race, 
but they waited above the Central Bridge 
until the racers approached them, and then 
by vigorous work anager 0 keep ahead 
of the procession to the finish. 

The four crews were lined up for the race 
at High Bridge. The first crew had a lit- 
tle the best of the start, but the third crew 
soon pulled ahead, and established a lead of 
almost a length over the first crew, with 
the third crew and the freshmen following 
in the order named. At the Madison Ave- 
nue Bridge the third crew led by a length, 
with the first crew two lengths ahead of 
the second crew and.the freshmen three 
more lengths to the rear. 

Just before passing the bridge the first 
boat struck a submerged piece of driftwood 
containing a spike or other sharp protruber- 
ance and punched a hole several inches in 
diameter in the bottom of the shell, which 
disposed of any chance it might have had 
of winning out by a spurt at the finish. The 
second ‘Varsity boat also struck the same 
piece of drift and received a deep scratch 
several feet long in the bow. 

The third boat crossed the finish two 
lengths ahead of the first boat, which was 
half full of water by the time it reached 
the float, and the others finished in the or- 
der first named, about three lengths apart. 

In answer to Harvard’s reply that the 
university would probably not be able to 
enter a crew in the Harlem regatta, the 
Columbia University Boat Club has offered 
to race either its university or second crew 
in @ambridge or New York during the first 
part of June.

REAL ESTATE TRANSFERS. 


In the following list ‘‘ mtg” stands for mort- 
gage and ‘‘R S&S” for revenue stamps. The war 
revenue law provides that stamps shall be placed 
on all conveyances at the rate of 650 cents for 
each $500 of consideration. This ‘ considera- 
tion ’’ has been held to mean only the equity 
above the mortgage, except in the rare cases 
where the purchaser assumes payment of the_ 
mortgage. The amount of the mortgage plus 
1,000 times the value of the revenue stamps on 
the conveyances should therefore show the true 
consideration:

In its daily trade review, always con- 
servative, The American Metal Market 
makes these observations: 

Official advances are following not lead- 
ing the market, as in the instance of last 

eek’s advance of 10 cents per 100 pounds 
in plates, which was made after the heavy 
business booked by the mills had already 
carried prices to the new level of 1.60 base 
for tank quality. 

Thé conservative action of the American 
Tinplate Company in not advancing price of 
tinplate for the third quarter of this year, 
though the overcrowded condition of its 
order books and the prevailing market con- 
ditions fully warranted an advance, is be- 
lieved to foreshadow the policy of the Jnit- 
ed States Steel Corporation, which will un- 
doubtedly be equally conservative and wise, 
conserving the true interests of business 
generally, rather than an attempt to 
squeeze the last cent out of the situation. 

Undoubtedly buying of all kinds of raw 
and finished material has been more freely 
made recently, based on present and pros- 
pective demand, which the business out- 
look certainly warrants, but speculative 
purchases such as have heretofore been a 
*eature of booms, similar though not equal 
to the present one, are not in evidence. 


In this chronicle and comment is sug- 


gested what may be the most important 
searching test to which the policy of the 
new “ billion-dollar steel trust’”’ can be 
put. And to just the extent that this 


trade authority’s statements are borne 
out by actual development there will be 


success or embarrassment for the colos- 
sal enterprise. 

Such policy is in line with public inter- 
gest, and only that policy will’ command 


public approval. It will be an object 
lesson of the utility of corporate combi- 


nation to cheapen the necessaries of life, 
putting effectual, quietus on the boister- 
ous claims of certain Wall Street specu- 


lators that the Steel Company is auto- 


latter charge the course of the stock it- 
self since it was listed is a refutation. 
There has not been apparent the least 
attempt to juggle with its quotations nor 
effort to attract purchasers by methods 
of puffery. Sales and purchases have 
been concluded on businesslike, orderly 
lines. The corporation’s attitude to the 
public—so far certainly—is that of fair- 
ness and sincerity. The men at its head 


are big enough, experienced enough, to 
know that that policy is the best policy. 


In this corporation’s course more than 
the mere prosperity or failure of one cor- 
poration is at stake—the vital issue of 
corporation combipation and unification 
in the broadest sense is on trial. 





YESTERDAY’S MARKET.

Practically all the trade reports to 
7 hand this week tell of continued im- 
provement in the business situation. 
Thanks to the more seasonable weather, 
Spring trade in the last few days has 
shown marked improvement, and retail- 
ers and wholesalers alike are looking for 
further betterment this toming week. 
Building operations are on a very exten- 
sive scale, and the demand for general 
building material, including structural 
fron, has assumed large proportions. 
With no important exception railroad 
earnings steadily expand and the hearts 
of the railroad managers no less than of 
grain men have been made glad by the 
very favorable reports telling of the con- 
dition of Winter wheat. In iron and 
steel, as lately has been the case, there is 
much activity, iron men reporting orders 
already placed that will carry them well 
into the Summer. 

Collections continue easy, and though 
money on call has been somewhat high- 
er in New York, it still is easy for all le- 
gitimate business purposes. 








Discussing the general situation, Brad- 
street’s says: 

Crop and trade advices alike continue favor- 
able. The seat of greatest strength is in the iron 
and steel trade, while textiles evince the most 
irregularity. Money is firmer, as natural, in 
view of the enlarged volume of Spring 
trade and the putting through of large financial 
arrangements, but no particular stringency is 
looked for. Bank clearings, swelled by heavy 
stock speculation, are of large volume for a 
shortened week, ‘due to religious observances. 
Building 1s active, the greatest, in fact, for 
years, and lumber, hardware, paints, and kindred 
lines share in the good feeling. Railroad earn- 
ings are very favorable, gatns over progressive 
increases in former years being recorded.

Pig iron production on April 1st, aceording to 
The Iron Age, was at the rate of 296,676 tons 
weekly. This quantity has been exceeded twice 
in the history of the industry; on Dec. 1, 1899, 
‘when. 206,950 tons were produced, and on ¥eb, 1, 
1900, when the output was 298,014 tons. The re- 
markable feature of the situation is the decrease 
of 69,568 tons in furnace stocks during March in 
the face of this enormous production, while in 
six months the loss in supply has amounted to 
203,656 tons. Mills are evidently taking material 
freely, as at the earlier dates when the yleld of pig 
Was at the present high rate there was accumu- 
lation at furnaces. Quotations are generally 
steady for all forms, except plates, on which $2 
@ ton more is demanded without restricting pur- 
chases. Contracts for delivery of pig iron do 
mot as a rule extend beyond the end of this 
month, and furnace stocks cannot be expected to 
continue decreasing unless new business comes 
forward, for many furnaces have gone into blast 
since the month opened, and production on May 
1 will probably be at a new high record. Manu- 
facturers have taken two large export orders for 
rails and structural material, despite the active 
domestic business. Bessemer ore prices were 
fixed at a reduction of $1.25 from last year’s 
list, which was surprising in view of the great 
advance of the finished products.
